can be seen from the fact that two of the 
cars which yet remained upon the track were 
pulled almost to pieces. Behind car No, 54 came 
the four others, two of which plunged in confu- 
sion upon it. The next took a leap to the right, 
and the last, the smoker, fell down the precipi- 
tous embankment full 40 feet upon the road. 

REMOVING THE DEAD AND WOUNDED. 

The smoker was so badly damaged that noth- 
ing remained but to cut it into somewhat small- 
er bits, and throw it to one side. A force of be- 
grimed and muddy workmen were doing this 
during the afternoon. The débris had been well- 
nigh removed to the side of the street at4 
o’clock, but one large piece remained. It wasa 
part of the floor, and upon it in one spot were 
several pieces of wreckage, including a torn oil 
cloth. This a workman raised with his pick, 
and from it dripped blood that spattered ina 
little red pool upon the piece of flooring. The 
workmen started back, and a policemen also 
turned quickly aside. ‘It was there that Lailer 
was killed,” said he, alluding to a police officer 
who perished. 

The first man to reach the wreck was J. H. 
Lannon, a fish dealer. He was driving up from 
Forest Hills toward the scene of the disaster 
when the engine of the wrecked train came 
down the track whistling wildly. The locomotive 
slowed down at the Forest Hills crossing and 
Lannon stopped his team, shouting to the en- 
ginneer: 

“What's the matter?” 

“My train has gone through Tin Bridge! Tele- 
graph to Boston;” was the reply. 

Lannon ran to the station with the message, 
which was quickly flashed over the wires. Then 
he hastened back to his team, and drove up the 
toad to the wreck. When he reached it, cries 
and groans were coming from all parts of the 
awful heap. Bruised and wounded people were 
crawling out from all parts of the pile. He found 
an axe and climbed upon car No. 80, the third 
that lay in the trench, two others being beneath 
it. The cries of the injured came most from this 
car he thought. He crawled through a window 
and went to work. A woman first demanded his 
attention. She was pinned down by the feet, 
and two seats and the body of a man lay on top 
ofher. The body and the seats were soon got 
out of the way. Working on the wood and iron 
that held her down caused her to scream with 
fresh agony, and it was some moments before 
she was free. Lannon dragged her to a window, 
and two men helped him lift her out. Four men, 
three of them dead, were taken from this car by 
these three men. 

There were many hegrtrending scenes as one 
after another was taken from the ruins and 
friend recognized friend among the mangied 
bodies. Plenty of assistance was soon on the 
spot, and the passengers who escaped injury lent 
willing hands in the work of rescue. Hospital 
ambulances and patrol wagons carried the killed 
to the morgue in Boston and the injured to 
hospitals, while many of the latter were taken 
away by friends. Superintendent Folsom was 
early on the ground, and every resource at his 
command was placed in service to aasist the 
wounded or care for the dead. In one 
place seven bodies taken out were placed in 
arow. All were badly mangled. Large num- 
bers of women were on the train, and mapy 
were to be seen in the ruins of the cars. One 
woman was cut completely in two, the upper 


half of her body only being found. Two men 
who were saved had their faces hacked, and the 
lips of one were nearly cut off. A pathetic sight 
was that of two girls, with arms around one 
another, eineae is theembrace of death. Both 
had been kilied by blows upon the head. The 
body of oné woman lay upon the ground with 
the head torn off and lying a few feet away, and 
one arm nearly torn from its socket. 

In one of the cars only one passenger was 
killed, This car turned a complete somersault as 
it crashed into the wreckage below. This is a 
singular fact, but it is attributed to the monitor 
top. Passengers who sat beneath it were but 
slightly injured, receiving a general shaking up, 
while the greatest injury was received by those 
persons who sat in the small spaces, both for- 
ward and in the rear, where the monitor top does 
not cover. Mr. Eaward A. Norris, the one pas- 
senger reported killed, sat at the extreme rear 






























































































































& BRIDGE ON THE BOSTON AND PROVI- 
‘DENCE ROAD COLLAPSES AND SIX 
CROWDED CARS PLUNGE INTO THE 


GAP—OVER A HUNDRED PERSONS 
INJURED. 


Boston, March 14.—Again New-England 
has been visited with a railroad disaster, and 
one that has not been exceeded in horror since 
the terrible disaster at Revere about 15 years 
ago. The 7 o’clock suburban train from Dedham 
this morning over the Dedham branch of the 
Boston and Providence Railroad fell through an 
iron girder bridge between Roslindale and For- 
rest Hills station, an outlying station of Boston, 
and about six miles from the city proper. The 
train comprised nine passenger coaches, six of 
which, crowded with living freight, were piled 
in indescribable confusion in the gap below, 
causing an appalling loss of life and limb. Up 
to the present time 31 killed have been identi- 
fied, and the number of injured is placed at ovor 
100, and 70 seriously, while it is a matter of 
general surprise that any occupant of the 
crowded coaches escaped serious injury. 

When the train reached the fatal bridge there 
were probably about 300 persons en board, even- 
ly distributed through the cars, with all so well 
filled that passengers at Roslindale were unable 
to obtain seats in any but the rear car, which 
was thesmoker. Approaching the “Tin Bridge,” 
as itis called, the train was going at full speed. 
The engine and first two cars crossed all right, 
when Engineer Walter White felt ajar, and iook- 
ing back was horrified to see that his train had 
parted and that some of his cars had disap- 
peared. He immediately stopped his engine and 
found that three cars were remaining on the em- 
bankment, and the otber six were in the 
highway below. Hethen sounded the whistle 
and attracted the attention of the people in the 
vicinity, who ran to the spot, among them being 
a police officer whose arrival was most fortu- 
nate, as he turned in a fire alarm signal, and 
brought quickly to the scene the fire appa- 
ratus of that section. In the overturned smok- 
ing car, in which at least 50 men were impris- 
oned, a slight fire fromthe stove showed its ap- 
pearance when the chemical engine arrived, and 
this was speedily extinguished. With this ex- 
ception there was not the least indication of fire 


to add horror to what was already a most serious 
matter. 

Engineer White said that it felt to him just as 
if the train struck something when he first 
noticed the shock. A bolt had given way in the 
span, andin the roadway under the bridge, in 
the space of 150 feet between abutment and 
abutment, there were in an instant piled up the 
aébris of six cars interwoven almost inex- 
tricably with the trusses and girders of the iron 
bridge, and within and among which the passen- 
gers were held fast or writhing in distress, some 
of them crushed almost beyond the semblance of 
human shape, and one or two of them beheaded. 

To such as had the power to move the means 
of extrication were made the easier by the com- 
pleteness of the wreck, for the sides and ends of 
the cars were often smashed out, leaving more 
or less free egress. Butin the two cars which

Mr. Campbell 
says that the first intimation that they had of 
anything ges 3 Was a sudden lurch just as the 
cars struck the bridge, and then they found that 
they were going down. In an instant the car 
turned and he, with his companions, was wedged 
in by the seat. They soon extricated themselves 
= rendered what assistance they could to 
others. 


stoves and was on the point of setting the 
wreck on fire when the earliest arrivals came on 
the scene and succeeded in dragging the stove 
out through the broken walls of the car and de- 
positing it upon the roadway. None of the other 
stoves were smashed, for a wonder, sufficiently 
to ignite the wreck with their burning contents, 
and the work of extricatirg the dead and wound- 
ed began. 

Never was such a duty more expeditiously and 
thoroughly performed. Under the suvervision 
of the officers of the road, who arrived very 
promptly, the dead and injured were quickly 
taken out, and never was a railroad wreck where 
there had been a large loss of life more promptly 
deserted by all who had suffered init. The fact 
that the accident occurred in the midst of a set- 
tled suburban district, and that nobody upon 
the train was more than five miles from home, 
made it possible to transport the dead and in- 
jured, so far as it was practicable under the cir- 
cumstances, directly to their homes, and many 
Were sotaken. The majority of the injured re- 
maining were taken to Roslindale stations and 
others directly into Boston and sent to the City 
Hospital in ambulances. 

THE TERRIBLE PLUNGE. 

From the western abutment of the bridge one 
gets perhaps the best idea of the terrible plunge 
which the cars made to the street below. This 
is the end toward Dedham. Looking from that 
side toward Boston one sees on the left hand a 
broad depression between the hills. A great 
pool of water comes down close to South-street 
and a stream flows through a culvert, spreading 
again in the tield on the other side. South-street 
runs along between the abutments, making an 
angle of perhaps 45 degrees with the line of the 
track. Both ways from the bridge run the em- 
bankments, which atthat place are nearly 40 
feet high. The acute angle with the street is on 
the right of the Dedham abutment as one stands 
looking toward Boston—the way the train was 
going. Thus the embankment on that side is cut 
offsoas to be almost perpendicular. It was 
down this bank that the smoking car fell plumb 
to the street below, turning over as it went, 
striking roof first, and crushing together like a 
paper box. ; 

This was the last car on the train. Just ahead 

of it was car No. 82, which was tipped upon its 
right side and wrenched ina terrible way. Next 
to thatis car No. 81, resting in an upright posi- 
tion and supported by the wreck of the bridge 
and other cars some distance above the street. 
Beneath itiron girders of the bridge and the 
rails are twisted in marvelous fashion. The 
car itselfis shattered, but still maintains its 
shape. Beyond itis car No. 80, turned upon its 
left side and stretched across the street. The 
top is wrenched off anditisa bad wreck. Then 
comes car No. 54, completely torn to pieces. It 
fell from the track close to the side of the street 
and was shattered by its own fall and by the 
piling of other cars uponit. In this the greatest 
loss of life occurrea, and here the fire broke out, 
but was quickly quenched. The sixth car from 
the rear end was No. 28. It crossed the bridge, 
but was throwa from the track as soonit reached 
the abutment and rojled partly down the bank, 
tearing away one side anda large part of the 
roof. The seventh car, No. 18, lay close to the 
edge of the embankment, almost evenly bal- 
anced, and was afterward tiltea over by the 
men to get it out of the way. ‘Che eighth and 
ninth cars and the engine kept the track. 

The order in which the wrecked cars went 
down is hard to determine. It looks as ifthe 
engine, tender, baggags car, and one other went 
safely over before any harm was dove to the 
bridge. Then, apparently, the structure began 
to weaken, and finally settled under the fifth car 
trom the rear end, which fell with a great crash, 
pulling those that were ahead of it over the em- 
bankment until! a coup¥Gg broke and set them 
free, The awful wrenching force of this process 


THE KILLED AND INJURED. 

The latest reports make the number of killed 
31, but the list is continually increasing by 
deaths among those seriously injured. The num- 
ber of wounded is more difficult to ascertain, as 


many, even of those dangerously injured, were 
immediately taken to their homes. Itis certain, 
however, that about 100 passengers received in- 
juries of greater or less severity. Following is

CROWDS AT THE SCENE. 

An engine house at Roslindale was madea 
temporary hospital for the injured, and physi- 
cians, as they appeared on the scene, were as- 
signed to duty there. Here the killed and 
wounded were brought by twos and threes, and 
one might well have imagined that a battle had 


been in progress in the vicinity. Frank Swan, a 
salesman for the firm of Gerrish, O’Brien & Co., 
was among the first brought in. The scalp and 
face were badly cut and lacerated. He had 
been instantly killed. Miss Lizzie Melville, a 
16-year-old girl, was also instantly killed, 
and her body was brought in and laid beside 
that of Frank Swan. Beyond some traces of 
mud into which she had fallen, there was no in- 
dication upon the fair face of a violent death. 
The features were not distorted, and wore the 
placid, natural look of sleep. Fortunately all 
the victims lived within a radius of afew miles 
from the scene of the disaster, and as fast as 
their wounds were dressed or, if among the 
killed, their bodies were identitied, they were 
carried to their homes by relatives and friends, 

When news of the disaster reached Boston and 
Dedham the excitement was intense. At ‘the 
Providence station in this city, during the early 
hours of the day, it would seem as if one-half 
the people in the city had friends who might or 
should have been on the ill-fated train. The 
crush was tremendous, and every official was 
soon reduced to despair by the importunities 
of anxious questioners. Im Dedham the 
anxiety of those who knew that members of 
their families were on the train can better be 
imagined than described. Itwas not long before 
the roads leading to the *‘ Tin Bridge” were filled 
with vehicles and people, pledding through the 
mud. All day thousands hovered about the 
scene and carried off pieces of the broken cars as 
mementoes of the terrible disaster. So great 
was the desire for these relics that but for the 
fact that for many hours the crowd was kept 
away from the wreck by the police the entire 
— of débris might have been carried away bit 

y bit. 

This is the first serious accident that has ever 
occurred on the Boston and Providence Road or 
its branches, and its effect was felt in the stock 
market to-day, the stock dropping off about 
seven points, or an equivalent for $300,000, 
which it is expected that this disaster will cost 
the company. The cause of the wreck is in 
doubt. The usual broken rail was absent here. 
Both trusses of the bridge were carried down at 
the same time, andit seemed as if some force 
had drawn the whole structure forward and 
then thrown it from its bearings. One nian says 
that he saw a broken journal before the accident, 
and this may possibly be the cause. 

Late in the day a bad tlaw was discovered 
near the end of one of the bridge trusses. As 
the wreck lies one end of a 12-inch iron truss 
rises a few feet above the general débris near 
the northern abutment. This truss shows a 
diagonal fracture of the iron, the broken surface 
being about 12 inchesliong. Fully eight inches 
of the fracture is black with rust and dirt, while 
the remaining four inches is bright and fresh 
metal. [n the opinion of those who exumineditthe 
rusted portion of the fracture indicates the ex- 
tent ofa very old flaw in\the metal, while the 
fresh break doubtless took place at the time of 
the accident. At what point on the bridge this 
flaw existed it is impossible to tell in the present 
great tangle of rails, cars, and bridge material. 
All investigations up to this point lead to the be- 
lief that this flaw was the probable cause. The 
officials of the road say that the bridge has been 
inspected regularly and the existence of this 
flaw was never known until now. 

The Railroad Commissioners have taken the 
disaster under consideration with remarkable 
promptness, and will begin their investigation 
to-morrow afternoon. Commissioner Stevens 
said to-night: ‘‘No pains will be spared by 
the board to bring out all the facts, in fustice 
to the traveling public as well as in com- 
pliance with our legal duty. The empioyes of 
the road will probably be the first witnesses 
called, but ample opportunity will be given the 
neighbors who are said to have had such terrible 
premonitions of disaster to putin their evidence.”

EMIN BEY SAFE AND WELL. 

ZANZIBAR, March 14.—News has been re- 
ceived from Emin Bey to the effect that in 
November last he went to Uganda, and that 
King Mivanga refused to permit him to go 
through the country. Then Emin Bey tried to 
effect a passage out through Karagawa, on the 
western shore of Lake Victoria Nyanza. In this 
he also failed. He then returned to Wadelia, 
leaving a detachment of soldiers at Unyaro 
under the command of Casati, his sole European 
companion.

BEER ONCE MORE A KING 





THE BUYCOTT ENDS AND, HAR- 
MONY REIGNS. 

A WHITE-WINGED MESSENGER IN THE 
SHAPE OF THE CROSBY BILL BRINGS 
ABOUT THE RECONCILIATION. 

The beer boycott is ended. It has failed 
to bring about the object for which 1t was de- 
signed, but has accomplished another entirely 
unexpected, The Crosby High License bill, 
which comes up for consideration at Albany to- 
day, has been the white-winged messenger of 
peace. The brewers areto stand in with the 
liquor dealers, and John Martin is to see that the 
kind of moral suasion with which the Brewers’ 
Exchange is most plentifully supplied has its 
proper influence in directing the course of legis- 
lation. 

When the dealers, two weeks ago, went out 
with a fanfare of trumpets, beat a big bass drum, 
and shouted war to the knife to the bloated bond- 
holders who, through their breweries, held a 
mortgage to the extent of seven or eight mill- 
ions of dollars on the retail traders, the boycott 
began in earnest. It meant business and it 
was business. The pool brewers found theirtrade 
suddenly and sharply diminished. The brewers 
who did not belong to the pool found themselves 
called upon beyond the limit of their capacity. 
Staring prints appeared in hundreds of saloons 


reading, ‘‘No pool beer sold here. Down 
with monopoly.” The retail dealers had 
carefully figured out the _ situation before 
they began. They were confident of victory 
and boastful. Any talk of compromise was out 
of the question. No pool beer was to be sold un- 
til the obnoxious section 6 of the pool brewers’ 
code, which declared that 5 per cent. deduction 
was all that should be permitted on the price of 
$8 per barrel in casea dealer changed his brewer, 
should be expunged from the regulations. 

On Monday last, however, the brewers held a 
meeting and Tuesday morning the boycott was 
atanend. The retail dealers offered to end the 
boycottif the brewers would furnish the rail- 
road fares and other expenses necessary to beat 
the Crosby bill, and the brewers acceptea the 


offer. It was a@ pecuiiar stand to take and 
made necessary the utmost secrecy, 
for the reason that a large num- 
ber of partisans of the bill were 


not opposed to beer drinking, though they were 
deadly foes to liquor drinking, and it was sup- 
posed by all these people that the good brewers 
were with them and in favor of the bill.. The 
stand was taken, however, and the result came 
in next morning. F. C. Bode, of Fourth-avenue 
and Twenty-third-street, immediately aban- 
doned Ahler’s beer, @  non-pool liquid, 
and began again to sell Fincke’s beer, 
which is made under the methods of 
the pool. Mr. Bode is the Treasurer of the 
Retail Association. Miles W. Gibbons who, 
when the boycott began, was like Bode, firm and 
immovablein the stand he had taken, imme- 
diately abandoned Ahler’s beer, which he had 
begun to use, and went back to the pool 
and Doelger. Mr. Gibbons is the Secre- 
tary of the Retail Association. Following 
their leaders like dutiful sheep, all aban- 
doued the non-pool brewers, with a few 
and somewhat important exceptions. Barney 
Kearns, the President of the Retail Association, 
found a means of combining resistance to 
tyranny with commercial advantage by starting 
anew brewery at College Point which should 
make beer for all the rebellious slaves of the 
monopoly. Mr. Kearns, therefore, did not take 
in his anti-monopoly sign, and still shouts re- 
bellion louder than ever. 

The boycott once ended busy conferences be- 
gan. Noconferences had been held during the 
boycott to speak of, but the payment of railroad 
fares, &c., immediately became avery impor- 
tant consideration. To adjust this the dealers 
‘appointed a conference committee, consisting of 
Adolph Nelson, F. C. Bode, _M. Hockenjoss, 
and B. T. Kearns. The brewers appoint- 
ed as their committee the two gentlemen who 
had brought about the desired consum- 
mation, Henry Clausen and Mr, Stadler. Miles 
W. Gibbons.and Mr. Fitzgerald, of the retail 
dealers, were sent to Albany to find out how 
much the railroad fares, &c., would amount to. 
John Martin, who has often traveled the road to 
Albany, was consulted. Constant communication 
was had between Gibbons and Messrs. Nelson, 
Bode, Stadler, and Clausen, and yesterday, being 
the last day of preparation, was a busy one. 

The Trustees of the Brewers’ Exchanye called 
a meeting at 2 Irving-place yesterday at 2 
o'clock. They sent out invitations to all outside 
brewers, and the latter responded with a few 
exceptions. After the situation had been dis- 
cussed with hermetically sealed doors the 
conference committee of the retail dealers 
arrived. It had waited for Mr. Kearns, 
but he had declined to appear. Mr. Kearns’s 
business interests called him in another direc- 
tion—any direction, in fact, except that of com- 
promise. Messrs. Neilson, Bode, and Hockenjoss 
were there, however, and they were re- 


ceived by Messrs. Clausen’ and Stadler. 
The ultimatum did not appear to be 
quite satisfactory, and consideration was 


necessary. Mr, Clausen and Mr. Stadler there- 
tore agreed to go before the Retail Dealers’ Ex- 
ecutive Committee, which meets this afterncon. 
Then Messrs. Clausen and Stadler went back to 
the brewers’ meeting and reported progress, 
though how much progress had been made it was 
difficult to tell. The brewers’ meeting thereupon 
adjourned. 

After the meeting a mantle of secrecy as thick 
as a London fog was thrown over the proceed- 
ings. Secretary Seifert declared that it was 
simply a meeting for routine business belonging 
to the Exchange, No outside matters. had been 
touched upon, there were no outside brew- 
ers present, and .he was too busy to 
talk any more. Mr. Clausen declined to 
be interviewed or even seen, and went 
away in a hurry to send, word to his 
house that he would not be home to dinner. A 
clerk in the Exchange stated that the outside 
brewers were present and in conference with the 
Exchange, but about what he could not imagine. 
Mr. Stadler said the meeting was over the retail 
trouble, but, as the boycott was over, was 
unable to explain why the Brewer’s Exchange, 
representing forty millions of dollars, should 
waste four hours of its valuable time, and 
collectively lose its dinner to talk over alot of 
boycotters who had given up the fight. Mr. 
Nelson said the conference was to * ameliorate 
those troubles,” but when asked what troubles 
smiled a Mephistophelian smile. Mr, Bode said 
the conference was about the boycott, then said 
the poycott was over a week ago, and then 
vaguely ventured that the conference was about 
nothing in particular. He was quite sure, how- 
ever, that the brewers were opposed to high 
license. The prospectis, therefore, that if the 
High License bill does not pass it will be be- 
cause that benign and genial persuasiveness 
that clings to the portly gentlemen who make 
malt liquors by the reservoir has its weight 
with those other gentlemen at Albany who 
make or unmake laws by the yard. 

In connection with this an important move- 
ment to be made by the supporters of the bill 
deserves mention. When the measure comes 
up for consideration, an amendment will be 
offered, aimed at a large number of retail deal- 
ers who, it is said, do not pay any license 
now and will not pay any whether the 
license be set at $100 or $1,000. It is said 
that there are from 800 to 1,000 
of such dealers, against whom the license 
law is not enforced because of their potent sway 
in sectional city politics. The amendment to be 
offered will make ita misdemeanor, punishable 
by tine or imprisonment, or both,‘for any whole- 
sale liquor dealer or brewer to sell any 
liquor or beer to any retail dealer who 
has not paid his license. The burden will 
be upon the former class to discover whether 
or not the purchaser has squared his account 
with the local Government. He must show 
his license before he buys. This will naturally 
be obnoxious to a class, but the objections to 
the amendment will of necessity be novel and 
interesting. On what grounds so reasonable a 
provision can be fought it is difficult to imagine, 
but, in view of circumstances, some will doubt- 
less be found.

Rome, March 14.—At the Papal Consistory 
to-day the Pope announced that Monsignor 
di Rende, Papal Nunclo at Paris; Rampolla 
del Tindaro, Nuncio at Madrid; Vannutelli, 
Nuncio at Vienna; Massela, ex-Nuncio at Lisbon, 
and Bishop Giordani, Bishop of Ferrara, had 
been created Cardinals.

Jacobini, Secre- 
tary of the Propaganda; the Rector of the French 
Seminary; the Rectors of the Scotch, English, 
and [rish colleges; the Superiors of the Afri- 
can missions; the Superiors of the Trappist, Sul- 
pician, Augustinian, Franciscan, and Dominican 
Orders; the Bishop of Versailles and Archbishop 
Carr, of Melbourne. The Rector of the English 
College presented to each Cardinal a copy of 
the decree for beatification of English martyrs. 
Miss Lee, daughter of Gen. Lee, and Mrs. Sol- 
mason, niece of the late President Solmason, 
paid their respecta in the afternoon. A similar 
reception will be held to-morrow.

THE OLD TWEED GAME. 





A CINCINNATI CONTRACTOR ON TRIAL 
FOR COLLECTING FALSE BILLS, 

CINCINNATI, March 14.—There was a 
sensational incident to day in thetrialof Michael 
Hauck, charged with presenting false bills for 
labor and material to the Directors of the City 
Infirmary. Hauck patched the roof of the in- 
firmary, a job which experts in that line of work 
say is worth from $1,200 to $1,400. His bills 
were spread over an entire year, and aggregated 


$12,000. The Directors approved them and 
tnany others from other persons, which are al- 
leged to have been fraudulent, and when the 
discovery was made by the Board of 
Revision they all fled to Canada. Hauck 
had a boy in his employ, 15 years old, whom he 
called his bookkeeper. Ina formertrial this boy, 
Charles Richter, testified that he made out the 
Hauck bills, and they were all right. To-day he 
retracted the statement as to their genuineness. 
He said that his mother and several younger 
children were dependent upon him for support, 
and he was obliged to testify in the former trial 
as he did in order to save his situation. He had 
since found another situation, and was now at 
liberty to tell the truth. 

The bill upon which Hauck is being tried is for 
workend material for the month of June. The 
boy says they did no work and furnished no ma- 
terial for the infirmary during that montn, but 
Hauck told him to mdke out @ bill for about 
$500. He did so, embodying a large number of 
items aggregating $499 40. 

One of the fugitive Directors of the infirmary, 
who approved the bill, has returned as a State’s 
witness, and will take the stand to-morrow. The 
conviction of Hauck is regarded as now certain, 
and some eight or nine business men who fur- 
nished supplies to the infirmary and are under 
indictment for presenting false bills are greatly 
frightened at the turn affairs have taken.

Officialiy IT haye had to be pleasant and polite to 
men who deserved to be kicked out of doors, I 
don't think that there is another office in 
the Government which suffers one-quarter 
the annoyance imposed on the atent 
Oftice, My predecessor, Ben Butterworth, 
the sweetest tempered man _ imaginable, 
with spirits naturally inclined to be as bricht 
and as free as sunbeams, tells me thatif he had 
remained any longer in the office he would have 
no temper left and probably no hair. He says 
he believes he would have become either a vic- 
tim to chronic melancholia or he would have 
been driven stark mad, I believe he does not 
exaggerate. [I are? believe a continuance in 
the oftice would produce some such result in me. 
Naturally Tam not such an ill-tempered person 
myself, but I felt that. the constant nag-rag- 
naggingthat I have had to stand during my two 
years of office has taken a good deal of the tem- 
per out of me.” : 

Mr. Montgomery lays much of his trouble to 
office-seeking women, who he finds are only less 
difficult to get rid of than. the Congressmen who 
seek offices for them. 
very complimentary to the people of this dis- 
trict, and nobody who knows with what persist- 
ency the average Washingtonian hunts for place 
will blame him. “The claims and pretensions 
ofthese Washington people, especially of the 
women, are something enormous. They think 
they own the Government and that they 
should monopolize every office in_ every 
one of the departments. The District 
ef Columbia has more offices in the 
department than any 10 States, and yet these 
people who live around here are continually 
clamoring for more. They ought to have some 
senee of moderation. As a general rule, a 
woman's claim to office is built on ‘a very 
pitiable case,’ and the more pitiabie the case 
is,as a rule, the more impudent the woman 
after she has been appointed. To-day you have 

alf a dozen Congressmen, as many clergy- 
men, and all the philanthropists of Wash- 
ington urging you almost for heaven’s 
sake to give a poor woman something to 
do to save her from the Lord knows what, and 
before she has been a week in the service she 
will be importuning you, both directly and 
by her friends, for a change of work and an in- 
crease of pay. I sometimes wondered why I had 
so much more of this sort of annoyance than my 
eolleagues in the Interior Department, but 
have found the reason. The Patent Office is the 
only bureau of the Interior Department where 
there are any unclassified women employed. No 
Woman can get employment in the Pension 
Office orin any of the other bureaus of the In- 
terior Department without passing a civil 
service examination. This bureau has 200 un- 
classified places for women, and that is why all 
this trouble about the women especially con- 
centrated on my shoulders.”

NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 
CURIOUS IDEAS OF DIGNITY*AND HUMOR 
ILLUSTRATED BY THE STATESMEN. 

. TRENTON, March 14.—Both branches of 
the Legislature met at 8 o'clock this evening. 
The bill to abolish the Board of Public Works of 
Jersey City was read through a second time and 


laid over until to-morrow at the request of Mr. 
Tumulty, the introducer. 

Mr. Beckwith offered a resolution, the Senate 
concurring, that both houses meet in joint ses- 
sion to-morrow. Col, Dickinson moved to table 
the resolution. The Republicans supported the 
motion and the Democrats opposed it. The Labor 
men voted with the Democrats and the motion 
was defeated. The resolution was then adopted 
by a vote of 32 to 24. Itia scarcely probable 
that the Senate will concur, as a batch of Demo- 
cratic politicians expect appointments in the 
joint meeting. 

The bill providing for the election of an Alder- 
man at Large in cities, who shall serve as Presi- 
dent of the board, came up in the House on sec- 
ond reading. Mr. Beckwith advocated an 
amendment offered by himself making the 
term of such Aldermen three years, instead 
of one, as the bill provides. Mr. Hudspeth 
asked Mr. Beckwith, through the chair, if he 
would suffer a momentary interruption in order 
that he (Hudspeth) might put a question to him. 
The chair asked Mr. Beckwith if he would allow 
the gentleman from Hudson to ask him a ques- 
tion 

‘That depends,” replied Mr. Beckwith, scruti- 
nizing his Hudson co league from head to foot. 
“Tf he is sober, certainly.” 7 

The House rang with laughter, and the merri- 
ment broke out anew when Mr. Hudspeth re- 
joined that perhaps if had remained longer in the 
place where he had left Mr. Beckwith in the aft- 
ernoon he might have been in the same condi- 
tion that he was in. 

The three-year amendment was killed. The 
bill to fix the compensation of election officers 
when the State and city elections fall on the 
same day occasioned considerable discussion. 
An amendment was adopted cutting the pay of 
clerks of election down to $4 per day. 

A communication was read from Controller 
Anderson, touching the list of newspapers ofti- 
cially designated to publish the laws of last 
year. He stated substantially that 26 papers 
were added to the original list because it was 
felt by the Governor and Controller that the in- 
tention of the law providing for the publication 
of the laws would be defeated if they were pub- 
lished in such a limited number of papers as they 
could be printed in for $50,000, the amount of 
the appropriation for the purpose, The Con- 
troller added inthe communication that the 26 
publishers tacked on the list were informed that 
the Governor and himself would recommend the 

passage of a bill to pay them, but under the 

oresent law they could receive no compensation. 

he extra expense would amount to $31,000. 

The pill passed by a vote of 42 to 13.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

PouGHkKErpsin, N. Y., March 14.—A case 
came before Judge Barnard which is of in- 
terest to 150,000 Knights of Honor in America. 
Magdalena Keppler, Executrix of Adam Macht, 
sued the order, the central office of which is in 
Missouri, for $1,000. A few years ago Macht, 


who was a member of a Knight of Honor lodge, 
in this city, secured a certificate of insurance 


from the lodge, which, in case of his death, 
would be worth $1,000. Some time after that 
Macht died, and the only one of the family left 
was Magdalena Keppler. Before his death 
Macht made a will bequeathing all his property 
to Magdalena, who was his step-daughter. She 
having paid several assessments upon the cer- 
tificate, after Macht’s death she made a de- 
mand for the $1,000 and it was refused on the 
ground thatin it she had not been named as 
the beneficiary, as provided for in the by-laws 
of the organization. The evidence showed that 
before his death Macht told the Secretary of the 
lodge that he had made a will giving all his 
property, including the certificate, to Magdalena, 
Tt also showed that the Secretary of the lodge 
received the certificate from Macht with this 
knowledge and failed to forward it to the Grand 
Secretary with the necessary explanation to 
show that the name of the beneficiary ought to 
be changed. The defense was that Macht did 
not name inthe certificate to whom he wanted 
the monty to go, and that according to the by- 
laws of the organization failure to do so causes 
the money to be credited to the Widows and 
Orphans’ fund of the organization, Judge Bar- 
nard decided that the designation in the will of 
the plaintiff as a beneficiary was sufficient, that 
she has aright to the certificate as a legatee, 
and that she comes within the term ‘“ beir” as 
used in the constitution and by-laws. The 
Poughkeepsie Knights of Honor are jubilant 
over the result, and the decision of Judge Bar- 
nard is looked upon as important to all the mem- 
bers of the order.

GAS CONSUMERS ALERT. 


CONSIDERING GOOD AND BAD BILLS 
BEFORE THE LEGISLATURE. 


The Directors and several members of the 
Gas Consumers’ Association of the State of 
New-York met at Delmonico’s last night to take 
active "measures against the recent encroach- 
ments of the gas monopolies, the latest of which 
is embodied in the bill introduced in the Senate 


by Senator Worth and in the Assembly by As- 
semblyman Erwin. 


The character of the Worth bill was fully ven- 
tilated in THE Tres of Feb. 23. The article 


showed that while the bill is ostensibly to pro- 
vide a gas commission for the State of New-York, 
with an alleged implication to maintain a uni- 
form ‘and low rate, it is really framed for the 
protection of watered stock, and is practically a 
nulitication of the legislation procured by the 
efforts of the association in the past. «Its plausi- 
ble feature is that it requires the companies to 
report annually their ‘authorized capital,’ 
which may be as elastic as the consciences of 
their Directors, and that not more than 10 per 
cent. dividend shall be declared on this expand- 
able stock, At the same time it removes the lim- 
itation upon the price of gas in New-York City. 

In the absence of the President, John H. Sher- 
wood, whe is seriously ill, W. D. Garrison occu 
jied the chair last night. F. B. Thurber, who 

ad nade an investigation of the subject, made 
a report. He showed that the friends of the 
consumers had not heen idle. at Albany, 
and he read and praised the bill which Senator 
Reilly has introduced into the Senate, and the two 
bills were compared in detail. 

Inasmuch as Goy. Hill vetoed the commission 
bill introduced and eopnortes by the Gilbert 
committee last year. and in his message recom- 
mended the passage of a commission bill apply- 
ing to the whole State upon the same principie 
as the Railroad Commission, Senator Reilly pre- 

ared his bill to protect the public as far as can 
ne done within the lines laid down in 
the Governor's veto message. It requires the 
Commissioners to tix a reasonable rate which 
each company shall charge, but does 
not attempt to reduce existing capitalizations, 
nor fix the rate of diyidend. It provides means 
for the protection of consumers and penalties 
for violation of the law, in which the Worth bill 
is deficient. It takes care that the commission 
shall not become a partisan machine, nor pass 
under the influenceof the gas companies through 
the distribution of patronage, and it provides 
against the repeal of the laws of 1886 reducing 
the price of gas in New-York City. 

The action of the association last night showed 
that it had not relaxed its vigilance. A commit- 
fea of 12 was appointed to goto Albany Thurs- 
day to argue in favor of the Reilly bill before 
the Judiciary Committee. The following mem- 
bers will probably go: W. D. Garrison, F, B. 
Thurber, William H. Webb, James H. Seymour, 
Frank 8. Gardner, G. Waldo Smith, William T, 
Van Zandt, Hugh O'Donnell, F. P. Earle, W. G. 
Dominick, John J. Levy, and H, H. Brockway. 

It was also decided to make the annual meet- 
ing in May the occasion for the declaration of 
the past services and future necessity of the or- 
ganization. The meeting adjourned subject to 
the call of the Secretary.

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A DELUGE OF NEW BILLS 


INTRODUCED TO THE LEGISLA- 
TURE LAST NIGHT. 
DEMOCRATS IN ALBANY WHO ARE DIS- 
GUSTED AT GOV. HILL’S NOMINATION 

OF MR. ARKELL. 

ALBANY, March 14.—Even some of the 
Democratic Senators are quietly “‘ kicking” over 
the course of their straight-backed Democratic 
Governor, They have been analyzing the mo- 
tives that prompted his nomination of Mr. Arkell 
for Railroad Commissioner, and truth compels 
the sad statement that they are not altogether 
pleased with the analysis. They say that it is 
all well enough for Cleveland to have appointed 
an occasional mugwump to office, for thatisa 
recognition of work and votes which aided the 
Democratic Party. They can forgive that if it 
is not repeated to any great extent 
in the future. But when it comes to 
a Democrat of the Democrats appointing to the 
valuable office of Railroad Commissioner a Re- 
publican who never worked for or voted for a 


Demorratic candidate, but, on the contrary, cut 
and slashed Democratic candidates and the 
Democratic Party whenever he could through 
his two newspapers, the Albany Evening Journal 
andthe comic Judge, of New-York. this causes 
the Senatorial mind to wander and to become 
confused as to where personal advantage ends 
and party begins with the Governor. The query 
with some Senators now is, “Does this thing 
that we condemn as a political crime at Washing- 
ton become statesmanship at Albany ?’ 

“ The Governor,” exclaimed one of these in- 
quirers after truth, * devotes a large portion of 
his message to coquetting with the laboring vote, 
and yet nominates a candidate to take the place 
of the only distinctive Labor candidate who occu- 
pies a State office. Is it Democratic statesman- 
ship to put the power and influence of a Railroad 
Commissioner into the hands of a skilled and 
experienced Republican politician, with the 
power by the use of two newspapers of extensive 
circulation to wield that influence most effect- 
ually against the Democratic Party ?” 

If Democratic Senators don’t mind their own 
affairs and let the Governor run them and the 
party as he sees fit they will get themselves into 
trouble. There are a great many things to be 
attended to by a candidate on the road to the 
White House, ang however pleasing it might be 
to Senators Murphy, Pierce, Plunkitt, Parker, 
and others to be consulted about happenings 
around the Legislature, they must understand 
that it is their duty to maintain respectful 
silence and not speak unless spoken to by their 
Governor. Seuator Murphy’s constituents would 
be grieved to learn that the Governor has not 
eonsulted him once this year, but such is the 
mournful fact. If the truth were told about 
other Senators other constituencies would be in 
deep mourning. 

The Legislature has a rule that no bill intro- 
duced after March 15 can be progressed ahead 
of one presented before that date, except by 
unanimous consent, Members accordingly gath- 
ered together all their bills to-day and to-night 
they flung them at the clerks in Senate and As- 
sembly. Altogether they introduced 126 in the 
Assembly and 52 in theSenate. Another big 
batch will follow to-morrow, for that is the last 
day of grace. Among the measures introduced 
in the Assembly were the following: 


By Mr. Conover—Authorizing the putting of water 
meters in dwellings situated in the high service dis- 
trict; also a billincorporating the New-York Trust 
Company.

By Mr. Hamilton—Making the act of jumping 
from the Brooklyn Bridge a inisdemeanor. 

By Mr. Hagan—Relieving the Industrial Life In- 
garence Company of New-York from the 2 per cent.

By Mr. Mulry= Abolishing the office of City Mar-

By Mr, Erwin—Prdviding for the taxation of de- 
posits and surplus funds of savings banks and trust 
companies at the same rate as personal property 
held by individuals is taxed; also, providing that the 
Labor, or ‘ George,” Party in New-York shall be 
entitled toone inspector of election, leaving the 
Democrats one and the Republicans two, as at pres- 
ent. 


The boast was made in the Morton House in 
New-York last Saturday night that the Crosby 
High License bill would be beaten by money. 
It was stated that $50,000 had already been 
sent to Albany for that purpose, and that 
$50,000 more would be forwarded to the Capitol 
this week. If general orders are reached 
to-morrow Mr. Crosby expects to call up 
his bill. The friends of the bill cannot 
afford to neglect any pointin their fight for it, 
tor its enemies are making the strongest kind of 
acanyass against it. Fifty-two Assemblymen 
are on record against a motion to recommitit, a 
motion that was practically in support of the 
measure itself. Those who drop out from this 
list must have pretty convincing arguments to 
satisfy the public that their backsliding is at- 
tributable entirely to principle. 

A bill which will provoke some discussien 
on account of the unique principle which it 
involves is now on the files of the Senators, hav- 
ing been introduced by Mr. Parker. It empow- 
ers the Board of Claims to determine the claim 
of Mr, Golden, the expert, who investigated the 
gas companies of New-York with Senator Gil- 
bertv’s committee two years ago. Mr. Gold- 
en's bili for services and expenses was 
$9,999 64. Controller Chapin cut this down 
to $5,657 93, and under protest Mr. Golden ac- 
cepted a warrant on the Treasurer for that 
amount last Summer. He took before the Board 
of Claims a demand for the balance of his bill, 
amounting to $4,341 91. Deputy Attorney-Gen- 
eral Tabor contested the claim for the State, 
aud raised the point that the board had no 
right to pass upon a bill already decided 
by the Controller, as it would, in effect, 
be a usurpation of the powers devolved upon 
the Contr8ller by law. For some reason the 
board has allowed the matter to drag along 
without rendering a decision. The bill of Sena- 
tor Parker will give a form of authority which 
the board will consider binding, and Mr. Golden 
will thus get his money. It is generally under- 
stood that the board is one of the most accom- 
modating bodies created by the State in recent 
years. 

Senator Murphy was one of the first to bom- 
bard Clerk Vrooman’s desk with new measures 
to-night, and when his multicharge gun had 
stopped its steady fire of 10 minutes, and the 
smoke cleared away, the desk showed that he 
had introduced among others the two Hewitt 
bills, one empowering the New-York Excise 
Board to grant special licenses for the sale of 
liquors on Sunday after 1 o’clock in the afternoon, 
and another validating the 500 licenses issued 
by Excise Commissioners Haughton and Morris 
during the period of their contested incumbency 
of ottice. Messrs. Giegerich and Hornidge intro- 
duced them in the Assembly. The latter bill he 
tried to have ordered at once to a third reading, 
but Senator Dunham protested, because many of 
these licenses were issued to disorderly places, 
Mr. Murphy tried to explain that there was no 
power in the present board to revoke these 
licenses unless the bill passed, but Senator 
Dunham could not see it in just that light, and 
the bill must follow the usual course. 

Mr. Murphy also introduced a bill which 
amends the Consolidation act by substituting 
the narrower word ‘‘telony” for the broader 
word ‘‘crime” in the causes euumerated as 
sufficient to bar a man from place on the police 
foree. It does not appear who it is designed 
to accommodate. Another bill of his permits 
the salaries of police surgeons to be raised to 
$3,000, and still another repeals the section 
ot the Consolidation act which requires city of- 
licers to resign 10 days after accepting a county 
nomination. 

Having thua disposed of city affairs, Mr. Mur- 
phy's gun took a wider range, and was tired for 
the benefit of the Knights of Labor and the sol- 
diers. He introduced a bill requiring all engin- 
eers of stationary boilers and engines to be 
licensed by a hoard of five engineers and boiler 
makers to be appointed by the Governor. The 
bill comes from the International Boiler 
Makers Union, and after it has passed 
and Goy. Hill has appointed five walking dele- 
gates as members of the board, the Knights of 
Labor, at their leisure, can shut up every facto- 
ryinthe State. Mr. Murphy proposes, also, to 
exempt from taxation the property of eyery 
honorably discharged soldier and sailor to the 
amount of $1,000, 

Senator Raines, not to be outdone in devotion 
to the soldiers, proposes to amend the eivil sery- 
iee law still further by giving soldiers and 
sailors preference in all city, town, and village 
pe paidements, and also on the non-competitive 

sts. 

Senator Dunham introduced a bill to restore to 
$8,000 to salaries of the Aqueduet Commission- 
ers, and another providing a six-hundred-dollar | 
pension for widows of policemen killed on duty | 
after a service of 10 years. The same pension is | 
to be given to children under 10 years of age.

MORE LIBERAL THAN THE ONE WHICH 
IT REPLACES, 

City or Mexico, March, 14—via Galves- 
ton.—The public announcement of the new tariff 
schedule shows that it is more liberal than 
the previous. The following list includes 
important modifications affecting articles im- 
ported from the United States: Cotton thread, 
$120 per kilogram, a reduction of 40 cents; 
print cloths, not exceeding 30 threads in the 
square of 49 centimeter, 12 cents per square 
meter, a reduction of 3. cents; the 
same, with more than 30 ~=s threads 


15 cents, (no  reduction;) cotton cloth 
bleached or unbleached, not exceeding 30 
threads in the square of 19 centimeter, 9 cents 
per square meter, a reduction of 2 cents; the 
same, with more than 30 threads, 11 cents, 
(no reduction;) common salt, 3 cents per 
kilogram (formerly 1 cent when introduced via 
Paso del Norte, and 6 cents by any other 
route;) iron, 5 cents per kilogram, a reduction of 
2 cepts; steel, 5 cents per kilogram, a reduction 
of 2 cents; bricks, $1 80 per thousand, a reduc- 
tion of 60 cents; lead, 5 cents per kilogram, a re- 
duction of 2 cents; iron furniture, 20 cents per 
kilogram, a reduction from the previous rate, 

Canned goods were formerly taxed at almost 
pronipisiye rates, inspite of which some trade 

ias begun with United States manufacturers. 
These goods continue to be taxed per legal 
weight, which includes the weight of the tin or 
glass. Pickies, sauces, and mustard§are rated at 
25 cents per kilogram, a reduction of 25 cents; 
preserved foods, 25 cents per kilogram, a redue- 
tion of 55 cents, (this class includes canned 
meats, fish, &c., formerly paying 80 cents per 
kilogram ;) fruits in their juice, 50 cents per kil- 
ogram, a reduction of 5 cents; fruits in syrup, 40 
cents per kilogram, a reduction of $1 05; fruits 
in brandy, 50 cents per kilogram, a reduction of 
30 cents. . 

The tariff on liquors of all kindsis largely re- 
duced, while that on paperis unchanged. The 
tariff on woolen cloths 1s somewhat reduced, but 
this does not affect the American trade. The 
absolute free list is enlarged by the addition of 
42 articles, among them barbed wire for fencing, 
hoes, bars for mines, fire engines, hydraulic 
lime, printed books, all sortg of machinery, 
powder for- mines, sprinting type, rags for 
paper, Wire rope and cable, church clocks, and 
many useful chemicals. The new free list gives 
better opportunities to trade with this country.

SECRETARY RUBEIRA’S EXPULSION. 

Sefior Agramonte, Acting Secretary of the 
Cuban Federation of Cigarmakers, in conversa- 
tion yesterday about the arrest and expulsion of 
Secretary Rubeira at Ybor, Fla., said that Mr. 
Rubeira had been sent there to settle a strike in 
the factory of V. Martinez Ybor & Co. A num- 
ber of the employes had struck against the fore- 
man, who was not popular with them. The men 
had a fight with pistols,in which one man was 
killed and a number wounded. Mr. Rubeira set- 
tled the strike and found employment in the fac- 


tory as reader—that is. he translated to the 
employes the news in the English newspapers. 

“The Board of Trade in Tampa,” Senior Agra- 
monte continued, ‘tis composed almost entirely 
of Spaniards, aud Mr. Sanchez, of the firm of 
Sanchez & Haya, is an influentialmember. He 
is very wealthy and aspires to honors and a title 
from the Spanish Government. He instigated 
the authorities there against a numberof Cubans 
who, he said, were plotting against the Spanish 
Government, and enumerated Rubeira among 
their number. Thereupon followed Mr. Rubeira’s 
arrestand expulsion. He was one of the passen- 
gers on board the steamer Virginius when it was 
captured by a Spanish gunboat, and is one of the 
claimants to the indemnity paid by Spain to the 
United States Government.” 

The Cuban Federation of Cigarmakers of this 
city met last evening at 263 Bowery and passed 
a set of resolutions protesting against the per- 
secution of Mr. Rubeira at the instigation of the 
Spanish Government, which had offered a large 
sum of money for his surrender, and denouncing 
it as a high-handed outrage upon an American 
citizen. They call upon the Federal Govern- 
ment and Congress to protect him.

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COTTONSEED OIL, IN FOOD. 


—_——— 8... 
USED NOT ONLY IN LARD BUT LARGELY 
IN MANY OTHER ARTICLES OF DIET. 


A good deal of attention was attracted 
yesterday by the comments of Tue Tres on the 
subject of the wholesale adulteration of food 
products by the use of cottonseed oil. The ex- 
tent of that adulteration can only be surmised 
by the open confession of Mr. Philip D. Armour 
that his firm uses millions of gallons annually in 
the manufacture of lard. That which is used in 
the making of lardis but the indication of that 
which goes into other food products. The cot- 
tonseed oil people themselves indorse the dec- 
laration of THe Times that if the mann- 
facturers of food use this oil they should 
be willing to acknowledge it publicly. <Ae- 
cording.to the oil makers there is only purity in 
their product. Being simply vegetabie it is frea 
from the suspicion of disease and bad qualities 


that other adulterants might have. It has no 
tinge of putrid refuse in it, they say; it is wholly 
healthy. And upon this account they insist that 
it would be a good rather than a bad thing for 
them, as well as for the public, if the law re- 
quired a specific labeling of the products into 
which it enters, and, going further, they aver 
that it would be even a wise and beneficial thing 
for manufacturers like Armour & Co. to be open 
in the matter in dealing with the public, inas- 
much as the publie would recognize on investi- 
gation that the useof the oil as an ingredient 
would be healthful while cheapening cost, 

There seems no longer to be the ardent desire 
that once was supposed to exist for keeping in 
utter secrecy the business corporation having 
the monopoly of this cottonseed oil production. 
A gentleman largely interested in the Cotton- 
seed Oil Trust, as the corporation is called, gave 
some interesting facts reyarding that business 
yesterday. The 6,500,000 bales of cotton that 
makes the crop of the country, he says, turng 
out 3,250,000 tons of cottonseed, most of which 
falls to the ground and is unharvested. About 
700,000 tons are used now, and that sends some- 
thing like $7,000,000 into the South as an abe 
solutely new income to planters there. The oil 
mills in the trust comprise 90 out of the 95 mills 
that have been established in the country, all of 
the large miils in fact. The trust also controls 
27 refineries, and the refineries and mills alike 
are controlled by nine Trustees, who have issued 
certificates to the various companies represent 
ing their value; this whole capitalization is 
somewhat less than $40,000,000. Such a mo- 
nopoly of course has vast profits in it, it being 
estimated that at least 50 is net profit on 
each ton they use annually. 

With what amounts to a centralizea manage 
ment of the 90 mills in the trust extensive 
economies of course are possible, and thus, even 
allowing for large profits, it is that it is found 
possible by such food producers as Armour & Co, 
to buy quantities of it at prices that enabie them 
to put it into lard to cheapen that article. Itis 
an open secret that much more than a halfof the 
olive oil that is consumed in this country is in 
fact merely this same oil of the American cotton- 
seed. It is sent also in large quantities to 
England and Germany, where it enters into 
lardine, butterine, and olive oil the same as on 
this side of the water. Holland imports great 
cargoes of it to make Dutch cheese. The oil re- 
finery at Providence sold 4,000 barrels last year 
to preserve sardines in. Soap is made by the 
thousand boxes in Chicago with the same base. 
And along with all this is the assertion that the 
industry as yet is in its infancy. There is no 
telling into how many food products it will enter 
speedily, nor how largely. 

Itis stated that in addition to making $4 50 on 
each ton of seed used in making oil, the trust ob- 
tains 750 pounds of “cake” from the crushed 
seed, which is marketable ata good price for food 
for cattle in this country and in Europe.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, fair, warmer weather, 
northerly wiads. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
appointment of Mr. JamMEs C. BAYLEs as 
President of the Health Board is a good one. 
There is no doubt that the Mayor intended 
it to be so, for he sought for the right man 
forthe place without consulting the poli- 
ticians. The fact that the politicians of 
Tammany Hall and the County Democracy 
are not satisfied with the appointment is in 
itself a good indication. Mr. BAYLEs is not 
himself a politician, and is not likely to be 
subservient to any of the bosses. His resi- 
dence at Orange, N. J., has had the advan- 
tage of keeping him free from the entangle- 
ments of local politics. He avows his pur- 
pose of running the office on business prin- 
ciples, and in pursuance of that purpose he 
is likely to find it necessary to modify Gen. 
®usEr's elaborate organization, which was 
intended to make as many official places 
as possible. The new President of the 
board is something of an expert in sanitary 
matters and is likely to have sound ideas. 
The work to be done requires considerable 
energy and push and the firmness to resist 
pressure from politicians with whom the 
public interest is always a secondary con- 
sideration. Itis to be hoped that with ex- 
perience in the office these qualities will as- 
fert themselves. The place is one in which 
public support and confidence are worth 
much more to the incumbent than the favor 
of political leaders. 

On account of the failure of Congress to 
pass the General Deficiency bill the Post 
Office Department will not be able to make 
the authorized extension of the free de- 
livery system until the beginning of the 
new fiscal year. “It appears, however, that 
the time between now and July will be 
necessary for making preparations for the 
extension in many of the cities entitled to 
the benefits of the system. While they are 
‘very anxious to have their letters delivered 
by carriers, they do not afford the facilities 
necessary for the successful working of the 
system. Investigation shows that they 
have many streets without names and 
‘without numbers to the houses, and they 
cannot expect the carriers to hunt up their 
citizens by their names alone, If they want 
all the improvements in mail delivery they 
must adopt the conditions necessary for 
their application. 





The Connecticut Legislature has passed 
and Gov. Lounspury has signed a bill re- 
stricting railroad traflic in the State on Sun- 
day. It goes into effect next June. It for- 
bids the running of trains for any purpose 
between 10:30 A. M. and 3 P. M. except in 

“wases of urgent necessity. Before 10:30 
A. M. and after 3 P. M. the only trains per- 
mitted are mail trains and such other 
trains as may be authorized by the 
Commissioners, if it shall appear that 
they are required by the public necessity 
or for the preservation of freight. 
This"law will not. seriously interfere 
with Sunday trains on the New-York and 
New-Haven Road eastward from this city 
pr westward from Boston. The fast ex- 
presses, with one exception, do not appear 
to fall under the prohibition, They do not 
pass through the State inthe hours between 
10:30 A.M. and3 P.M. It may be neces- 
pary, however, to cut off the Sunday Shore 
Line express for Boston leaving this city at 
10 A.M. The interpretation of the law de- 
pends in some measure upon the Commis- 
Bioners. Commuters and others using Con- 
hecticut trains may learn something to their 
sdvantage by studying the act. 


The new college baseball league just 
formed between Harvard, Yale, Columbia, 
nd Princeton is at least one remove from 
Ythe exclusive triangular arrangement at 
first proposed, and there is no doubt some 
Feason for limiting the membership to four 


colleges. This plan will allow four games 
to be played by each club with every other 
in place of the two heretofore possible, thus 
making the trial more thorough and the 
honors less dependent on accident. The 
original proposal to leave out Columbia, 
which last year beat the other three colleges 
with ease, was rather ridiculous, especially 
as that institution is situated on the direct 
route of both Yale and Harvard to Prince- 
ton. Having accomplished this baseball 
compact, Harvard and Yale would do well 
to next admit Columbia to share their an- 
nual race at New-London, instead of crowd- 
ing her to one side for a preliminary Har- 
vard-Columbia match as hitherto. The 
blue-and-white has been carried to victory 
in some past years over both Yale and Har- 
vard on the water as well as on tho ball 
field. 


Many persons in this city are just now in- 
quiring what has become of the bill provid- 
ing that the Mayor of New-York shall have 
the power of absolute removal of heads of 
departments, for cause, which was reported 
by Senator Hrenpricks’s Cities Committee 
nearly four weeks ago, and has not yet been 
heard of again. Under the operations of 
such a law it would not have been possible 
for Gen. SHALER to bold his place as Presi- 
dent of the Health Board for months after 
the Mayor had determined that he was 
an unfit person to hold office, because 
Gov. Hiri would have had no power 
to brave public opinion by standing behind 
him. Under such a law the executive head 
of the city could be held to a strict re- 
sponsibility for the proper conduct of mu- 
nicipal affairs. The passage or defeat of 
the bill, however, is not now in question. 
Upon that the Legislature must decide; but 
the citizens of New-York demand that the 
Legislature shall have a chance to pass 
upon it, and that it shall not be killed by 
the failure of the committee to bring it be- 
fore the Senate. Itis Senator HENDRICKS’S 
duty to call up this important measure. 


The London Standard deplores the en- 
deavor of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN to keep up the 
*‘ Liberal-Unionist” organization and de- 
elares that the maintenance of that organ- 
ization threatens the creation of a system 
of political groups rather than a reorganiza- 
tion of parties. It adds that if the Liberal- 
Unionists do not support the Conservatives 
there is no reason why the Conservatives 
should support the Liberal-Unionists. 
These remarks seem to foreshadow the 
rupture of what has all along been an 
unnatural alliance. The Tories and the 
Radicals cannot possibly work in harmony 
on any question but that of Ireland, and it 
seems they cannot work in complete har- 
mony upon that. The whole Liberal-Union- 
ist business, in so far as it constitutes a 
party, is the work of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, 
and has been managed in the interest 
of his personal ambition. Independent 
thinking and acting are not without 
precedent in English politics. Lord Har- 
TINGTON, for example, is at present a mug- 
wump. It does not follow, as Mr. CHAMBER- 
LAIN hoped it would, that dissent from Mr. 
GLADSTONE means promotion for Mr. CHAM- 
BERLAIN. That statesman was 
tient and disappointed because, to put 
it in plain English, Mr. GLADSTONE 
would neither die nor retire and leave 
him the succession. Atone time the suc- 
cession would have gone to him almost 
without question. The result of his machi- 
nations has been that by ceasing to be Mr. 
GLADSTONE’sS lieutenant he has ceased to 
be his heir apparent, and that he is now 
much further from the goal of his ambition 
than he would have been if he had been less 
eager to attain it.

THE WORK AT ALBANY. 

No bill introduced in the Legislature 
after to-day, except the Supply bill, can re- 
ceive final action until ali bills previously 
introduced have been disposed of unless by 
unanimous consent. There is little likeli- 
hood, therefore, that any important meas- 
ure not already pending will be passed at 
this session. There have been a vast num- 
ber of bills introduced, but very few impor- 
tant ones have thus far become laws. 
Among the few that have passed both houses 
is one extending the existence of the State 
Board of Arbitration for three years, one 
authorizing an extension of the Museum of 
Natural History, and one placing in charge 
of the Park Commission those streets in 
this city which connect Central Park with 
the other parks on the west side, namely, 
West Seventy-second-street, One Hundred 
and Twenty-second-street between River- 
side Drive and Morningside-avenue, and 
One Hundred and Tenth-street between 
Morningside Park and Fifth-avenue. Several 
investigations have been ordered, including 
one on the subject of taxation, one on the 
causes of the coal-handlers’ and longshore- 
men’s strike, and that into the administra- 
tion of municipal affairs in Brooklyn. The 
first of these resulted in two reports and a 
bill defining the rights of employers and 
their workmen. 

Several tax bills have been introduced, 
but they give little promise of solving the 
problem of obtaining the entire State revy- 
enue without direct assessment of property. 
That taxing the sale of beverages is an in- 
terference with the license system in so far 
as the tax it proposes would take the place 
of license fees. That taxing brokers’ sales 
has been modified so as not to affect the 
dealings of the Prodnce, Petroleum, and 
Cotton Exchanges, but it is.not thereby 
shorn of its objectionable character. There 
are several others proposing new burdens 
upon corporations and their securities. 

There have been a number of excise bills 
introduced, but the most important is the 
Crosby High License bill, which is in a 
somewhat precarious condition in the As- 
sembly. The Democrats made the mistake 
of arraying themselves solidly against the 
bill on a motion to recommit, but they 
failed of their purpose, and there is some 
hope that when it comes up for final action 
some of the Democratic members will re- 
trieve their error and help to passit. The 
position of asmall number of Republicans 
may make their help necessary. The bill of 
Mr. Ives giving the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment authority to regulate license 
fees and the number of licenses in this city 
is a mere measure of obstruction. That 
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providing for special licenses for sales dur- 
ing certain hours on Sunday stands on an 
independent footing. 

There has been a disgraceful delay and a 
deplorable tendency to partisanship in deal- 
ing with the question of providing for a 
Constitutional Convention. Several bills 
have been introduced, but the best one has 
been neglected, while the worst has been 
favorably reported in the Assembly and ap- 
proved by a Republican caucus. It is the 
Arnold bill, and its apparent purpose is to 
defeat all action at this session in defiance 
of the emphatically expressed will of the 
people. The subject of prison labor has 
not received the attention which its 
pressing importance demands. The com- 
mission appointed last year to inquire into 
the subject made a report in favor of the 
State-account system, and a bill establish- 
ingitis pending, but the most that has 
been accomplished thus far is the passage of 
an appropriation by the Assembly for car- 
rying on the work through the present 
fiscal year. Some comprehensive measure 
should be passed settling the whole business 
on a permanent basis, and making sure of 
the necessary appropriations for carrying it 
out. ' va 

A considerable number of important bills 
affecting this city are at various stages of 
progress. One of these gives the Mayor the 
power of removing officers whom he has the 
power to appoint, without the approval of 
the Governor. In some shape this ought to 
pass. Another is intended to transfer the 
construction and charge of subways for elec- 
tric wires to the city authorities. It is very 
important that the main cbject of this bill 
should be provided for before the session 
closes. There are two bills on the subject 
of recording land transfers, one of which 
provides indexing by lots and the other by 
The former has been favorably re- 
ported, but the latter has many considera- 
tions in its favor. The bill for anew crim- 
inal court building in this city provides for 
a need long felt. The scheme for allowing 
the Park Commission to spend $1,500,000 
in completing Central, Riverside, Morning- 
side, and Mount Morris East River Parks is 
unobjectionable, but that for establishing 
the menagerie on the north meadow of Cen- 
tral Park is altogether bad. A bill was in- 
troduced long agoproviding that the Health 
Officer should be paid a salary and should 
account for the fees of his office to the 
State. It ought to pass, but it has some 
powerful and malign influences opposed 
to it. 

Of the general measures not referred to 
above the most important are the Civil Code, 
which has passed the Assembly; the appro- 
priation of $550,000 for lengthening canal 
locks, which has passed the Senate; the 
General and Capitol Appropriation bills, 
and the measure requiring uniform exami- 
nations for school teachers. The bill in- 
corporating the Tilden Trust was vitiated on 
its passage through the Assembly by an 
amendment which compromises the great 
interests involved in it, and it is to be hoped 
that it will yet be restored to its original 
form and passed. There is plenty for the 
Legislature to do if no new bills are intro- 
duced after this date. 


MAYOR WHITNEY AND THE CIVIL 
SERVICE. 

Mayor WHITNEY, of Brooklyn, presented 
a spectacle almost pitiable yesterday when 
he appeared before the legislative investi- 
gating committee. The examination of the 
Mayor was conducted by Mr. E. M. SuHr- 
PARD, who is, in party politics, a Demo- 
crat, but who has long been an 
independent citizen and a very active 
and efficient civil service reformer. His 
bearing toward the Mayor was in every 
respect courteous and becoming, but his 
questions were searching and unmerciful. 
The chief subject of his inquiries was the 
civil service of the city and the degree to 
which the letter and spirit of the reform 
law had been followed in the administra- 
tion of it. On this subject the Mayor 
was, of course, bound to be well informed. 
Under the charter of Brooklyn he is the re- 
sponsible head of the Government. There- 
form law prescribesthe manner in which all 
departments of the City Government shall be 
conducted with regard to appointments and 
promotions. But the Mayor wasin a siate 
of dense ignorance, not only as to what had 
been done by his subordinates, but as to 
what had been done by himself or by his 
express authority and over his signature. 
It is but fair to Mr. WHITNEY to say that 
his ignorance was for the most part real. 
It was not wholly so. Some of his answers 
were only too plainly made to evade dam- 
aging admissions. But the general impres- 
sion made by his testimony was that he is a 
weak, incapable man, with little force of 
purpose for good or ill, whose narrow par- 
tisanship makes him an easy prey to the 
cunning and unscrupulous managers into 
whose hands he has fallen. 

The examination brought out the follow- 
ing facts: There was no civil list, giving 
the names and the functions of all the city 
employés, for 1886, as required by law; 
the increase in. the number of employés, 
other than in the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments, in the first year of Mayor WHITNEY’S 
term has been between 20 per cent. and 25 
per cent.; the number of offices exempted 
from competition has largely increased; of 
those subjected to competition a large num- 
ber have been filled with a total disregard 
to the requirements and purposes ef the law, 
several of the eligible lists containing only 
one, two, or three names, and examinations 
having been heldona few hours’ notice, so as 
to make it quite impossible that there should 
be any adequate competition, and finally 
there has been a habitual and calculated 
violation of the provision of the law for- 
bidding the consideration of political opin- 
ions in the selection of appointees. As to 
this last-named point the testimony of Mr. 
WHITNEY was painful. The law isso plain 
that no one could pretend not to understand 
it. Its purpose is to establish only one basis 
of preference for appointment, namely, su- 
perior fitness. This is first stated in the law 
positively, and then it is reinforced by a pro- 
hibition of political influence asa basis of 
such preference. Yet Mayor WHITNEY begins 
by asserting his simple belief that preference 
of a Democrat because he was a Democrat 
could be made; that the appointing officer 
would have a ‘“‘legal right” to do that, and 


by admitting that he would himself do it. 
Then he is forced by a steady course of 
clear and penetrating inquiry from which 
he cannot escape to admit that his view of 
the law is all wrong, that the thing he says 
the heads of departments have a legal right 
to do is forbidden by law, that the thing he 
says he would himself do is so forbidden. 

Yet these violations of the spirit and the 
letter of the law have been an essential part 
of the policy of the City Government of 
Brooklyn under Mayor WHITNEY, and for 
them he is directly and solely responsible in 
law and in political equity.

THE FOREST HILLS ACCIDENT. 


Since the beginning of the year we have 
had three appalling railway accidents. The 
Coroner had scarcely begun his inquiry con- 
cerning the collision at Republic when the 
country was shocked by the disaster at White 
River, and now the wreck at Forest Hillshas 
caused even a greater loss of life. It was 
not difficult to show that the collision at 
Republic was due to gross negligence on the 
part of railroad officers and train employés, 
The Railroad Commissioners of Vermont 
have declared that no one deserves censure 
for the accident at White River, although 
they point to the fact that the use 
of stoves in the cars caused the death 
of many persons who would have escaped if 
the cars had not been consumed. The acci- 
dent at Forest Hills was caused by the 
breaking of a bridge. Whether the bridge 
simply gave way under the weight of a 
heavy train or was broken by a blow from 
a broken axle or derailed truck is not thus 
far clearly shown; but there seems to be evi- 
dence that the bridge was not in good con- 
dition. The fact that every scrap of it was 
carried down by the cars may indicate that 
it was not properly fastened to the abut- 
ments, and the discovery of anold flaw eight 
inches long in a twelve-inch iron girder 
seems to prove that the structure was un- 
safe and had not been carefully inspected. 

At Republic and at White River the list 
bf victims was lengthened by the work of 
the car stove. The accident at Forest Hills 
furnishes fresh proof that the removal of 
stoves from railway cars should be hast- 
ened by legislation. No one was killed or 
injured by fire, but the stove was there, and 
immediately after the bridge fell it set fire 
to the wreck. ‘Nothing but a letter carrier’s 
presence of mind saved the broken cars and 
the dead bodies and the injured and im- 
prisoned passengers from being consumed. 
If the bridge had fallen with a train in the 
night, or if the accident had not occurred 
in & thickly settled district where help was 
easily procured, the wrecked cars would have 
been consumed and no one would know now 
how many were killed by the shock. alone. 

There should be « most thorough investi- 
gation in order that the actual condition of 
the bridge may be ascertained if possible. 
Whatever shall be the result of the inquiry, 
the accident should cause railroad com- 
panies to examine carefully their bridges, 
and especially all bridges of this kind. 
There should bein use no bridge that can 
be swept from its place by a blow from a 
broken axle. 

MR. WOODMAN AND THE SUNDAY 
LAWS. 

Mr. WoopMan, the President of the Ex- 
cise Board, writes to the Evening Post that 
he is not in favor of the bill, announced to 
have been prepared and to be favored by 
that board, for the sale of wine and beer 
after 1 o’clock on Sundays. Apparently 
Mr. WoopMAN would have expressed his 
dissent before, and in his place as a member 
of the board, if he had not been confined to 
his house by illness. Unless his colleagues 
have some explanation to‘ offer which the 
circumstances of the case do not of 
themselves suggest it appears. that 
they have not dealt in entire good faith 
either with Mr. WoopMAN or with the pub- 
lic. The present Board of Excise, at least 
by comparison with its predecessors, has 
achieved a reputation for an honest desire 
to enforce the present excise law, and to 
secure such amendments in it as will most 
effectually secure its avowed purpose. In 
the acts that have given it this reputation 
it is no injustice to his colleagues to say 
that Mr. WoopMAN has been the prime 
mover, and that whatever the public 
owes to the present Excise Board it 
owes in a special sense to him. 
When a bill before the Legislature is 
announced as a bill of the Excise 
Board the public naturally supposes that 
it is in the same line as the other acts of the 
board which have been recognized as pub- 
lic services, and that it proceeds from the 
same source. This consideration disposes 
the public to accept it with a much less 
jealous scrutiny than it would have to en- 
counter if it were known that it was op- 
posed by Mr. WoopMAN. That is to say, 
the remaining members of the board seem 
disposed to trade upon the good reputation 
that has been mainly acquired by that 
member of the board who had nothing to 
do with the preparation of the bill, and 
who, now that the bill has been prepared, 
announces himself as opposed to it. 

It is not necessary to discuss the merits of 
the bill.. If it were an isolated measure a 
very plausible case might be made out in its 
favor. There is a considerable proportion 
of the population of this town, including 
one of the most valuable and orderly ele- 
ments in its population, to whom a pitcher 
of beer with the midday meal is as much a 
matter of course as the meal itself. These 
people find that by following a custom, which 
in their caseshas never led to disorder, they 
become law breakers, very much against 
their will. Why, it may be asked, should 
they not have on Sunday the refreshment 
which is a matter of course with them, 
which they do not abuse, and their right to 
which is accorded without question on six 
days of the week? ‘‘ Draught beer’ is a 
perishable commodity and cannot be laid in 
on Saturday nights.. Whoever prefers it 
to bottled beer, which he can provide be- 
forehand, to his pref- 
erence, same price, whereas 
even city beer costs more in bottles than on 
dranght, and imported beer costs twice as 
much. Thisis a point of considerable im- 
portance to beer-drinking families. The 
Sunday German is like John Gilpin in this 
respect. Although on pleasure he is bent he 
has a frugal mind, and it is by reason of his

frugality, among other things, that he is 
such a good citizen. His preferences are 
entitled to respect, andif nothing but his 
preferences were in question they should be 
respected by the law. 

In fact, however, there are other things 
in question that are more important. The 
proposition to open beer and wine shops on 
Sunday conflicts with the spirit of two sets 
of laws—the Sunday laws and the excise 
laws. Readers of THE TIMES are aware that 
we arein favor of such a modification of 
the Sunday laws as shall bring within the 
reach of the majority of people sources of in- 
struction and harmless amusement which 
are not now open to them. But no wise 
man or good citizen can be in favor 
of breaking down the barriers which 
prevent Sunday from becoming a secular 
day like any other and keep it as a day of 
rest. Those who work with their hands are 
especially interested in maintaining such 
an observance. of the day. Opening mu- 
seums and libraries on Sunday is ong thing; 
opening groggeries or wine and beer shops 
is quite another. The latter would tend, 
more powerfully than any other single 
measure of legislation, to wipe out the dis- 
tinetion between Sundays and week days. 
It is true that these places are now 
available, if not technically open, on Sun- 
days, except when the police have a spasm 
of energy, and it is a reproach to us that 
they should be open while places of less 
questionable recreation are shut. But it is 
one thing to wink at a violation of a cher- 
ished and general tradition and quite an- 
other to give it the sanction of law. The 
“family trade” done by the saloons on San- 
day can be done without any great hard- 
ship if the families lay in their supplies 
on Saturday night. The main difference 
between the present condition of things and 
that which would be brought about by the 
proposed law is that the wine and beer 
places would be undisguisedly open on Sun- 
day as resorts, and that there would be 
none of that disrepute attached to using 
them as resorts which now proceeds from 
the fact that such a use of them is illegal. 
We cannot regard such a change as desira- 
ble, and we side with Mr. WoopMAN against 
this bill, as well as against the efforts of his 
colleagues to put it before the Legislature 
and the public as if it had his sanction. 


Sorrow over the hard fate of Second 
Lieut. SEwarRD Mott, Tenth Cavalry, who 
was fatally stabbed by an Indian at San 
Carlos Reservation, will perhaps be com- 
bined with some doubt as to the wisdom of 
selecting the least experienced army officers 
for dealing with the worst tribes of red- 
skins. The unfortunate youth just killed 
was only graduated last Summer from West 
Point, and yetwe find him spoken of in the 
dispatches from Los Angeles as “Inspector 
of Indian Supplies at San Carlos,” and 
again as ‘‘in command of a band of Apache 
scouts.” If these statements be correct, it 
is rather strange that with more than two 
thousand commissioned officers in the 
active army, of whom hundreds have 
had years of experience in dealing 
with Indians, besides being possessed 
of those general advantages supposed 
to come with maturer years, a fresh grad- 
uate having, according to the last Register, 
a lineal rank of No. 116 out of the 118 cav- 
alry Second Lieutenants, should be seized 
upon for important duties at this agency. 
Since knowledge of Indian methods hardly 
comes by instinct, and since an outbreak of 
Arizona Apaches habitually entails a mas- 
sacre of settlers, besides enormous toil and 
expense for the troops, it would seem de- 
sirable in general to get the benefit of 
the longest experience and the most excep- 
tional tact available in every officer as- 
signed to deal with them, even in a subor- 
dinate capacity. When GERONIMO broke 
away from his reservation the last time on 
his horrible course of butchery, he escaped 
from the charge of a Second Lieutenant of 
cavalry. Young Mott’s ability to perform 
the ordinary functions required of him as 
assistant to Capt. Prerce at San Carlos did 
not save him from being the victim of a 
sudden quarrel with one of these Indians.

NO SUCCESSOR YET SELECTED—MONEY 
FOR THE MONUMENT. 

Thomas G. Shearman, one of the Trustees 
of Plymouth Cniirch, denied yesterday the state- 
ment that Mr. Beecher’s successor in the person 
of the Rev. M. C. Julian, of New-Bedford, Mass., 
had been chosen. Several names have been pro- 
posed, but no action upon them has been taken. 

“It is too soon to think of filling the vacancy,” 
said Mr. Shearman, “and for several months yet 
we will ask our sister churches for the loan of 
their Pastors. This I will say, that whoever the 
successor is to be he must not resemble Mr. 


Beecher in any particular. That will be as much 
out of consideration for the new Pastor’s feelings 
as forourown. It would be be verry embarrass- 
ing for a man te know that, for reasous of per- 
sonal similarity, he must be continually com- 

ared to Mr, Beecher, and that, naturally, at a 

isadvantage. No, the new man will have to 
stand upon his own merits and minister to the 
wants of the congregation ably, sincerely, and 
satisfactorily.” 

Mrs. Beecher is slightly improved in health, 
and contemplates a trip to Florida. During the 
afternoon she attended a meeting of the Ladies’ 
Sewing Society of the church, and encouraged 
the ladies both with her words. and presence. 
She expects to go to Peekskill to-morrow. 

The prayer meeting in the evening in the lect- 
uré room was well attended, and the spirit man- 
ifested was to keep up the work that Beecher 
had loved so much and that Plymouth Church 
should be his most fitting monument. The 
death of Edward E. Bowen, an old member of 
the church, was announced. After the devotion- 
al meeting severai officers of the church met in 
the parlors, but took no action.

EDWARD E. BOWEN STRICKEN DOWN 
WITH HEART DISEASE. 

Edward E. Bowen, an old resident of 
Brooklyn, died suddenly at the home of his son- 
in-law, William H. Williams, 11 Willow-street, 
yesterday afternoon. Mr. Bowen had been in 
his customary health, and Saturday was among 
those who followed Mr. Beecher, his old Pastor, 
to Greenwood.

OPPOSING HIGH LICENSE. 


ACTION BY THE GERMAN-AMERICAN 
INDEPENDENT ASSOCIATION. 

The General Committee of the German- 
American Independent Citizens’ Association 
met last evening at Beethoven Hall, in Fifth- 
street, and passed resolutions with regard to 
bills before the Legislature. The first resolution 
was about the High License bill, and stated that 
itinvolved a great injustice, as its main provis- 
ions tended to drive out of business many smail 
dealers who carry on their trade properly, but 
are unable to pay a high license fee. 
The liquor traffic, it was declared, might 


be regulated without a high license if the 
existing laws were suitably amended and carried 
outin aproper spirit. The resolutions said that 
if it should be thought best to introduce high 
license it need not be done suddenly. In justice, 
time should be given to those who by the change 
would have to give up their business, to dispose 
of their plant, and embark in another iine. 
Therefore the Legislature was called upon to re- 
ject the bill, or at least to amend it so that it 
should not go into effect for a year. 

None of the delegates opposed the resolution, 
but a long discussion arose over the part askin 
for time. Messrs. Seward, Autenrieth, 
others thought thatif they could get one year’s 
time a good deal could be accomplished, but the 
greater number insisted that the clause should 
be stricken out, as they wished to put them- 
porta on record as opposed to the high license 
schoo 

Commissioner Tamsen thought that it had bet- 
ter be stricken out. The Democratic members 
of the Legislature were opposed to the bill, and 
the Republicans would hardly get a majority te 
pass it. Even should they succeed Gov. Hi 
who was a good Democrat, would hardly antag- 
onize his party by signing the bill. , 

The objectionable clause was then stricken ont. 

Another resolution ) enagoer against the pas- 
sage of the Draper bill to withdraw from the 
Board of Education of this city the coutrel over 
the qualifications of teachers as an unwarranted 
interference by the State with city affairs, and 
as giving undue preference to the country at the 
expense of the city. A third resolution asked 
the Board of Apportionment to appropriate 
$2,000 for the introduction of physical exercise 
in the public schools. 


QUEEN ELIZABETH AT DALY'S. 


MR. STODDARD’S ANALYSIS OF THE 


SOVEREIGN’S CHARACTER. 

The life and reign of Queen Elizabeth ot 
England was the subject of John L. Stoddard’s 
second lecture in his series of Lenten mati- 
nées at Daly’s yesterday morning. An or- 
gan recital by Prof. Edward Mulligan, of St. 
Leo’s Church, formed a pleasing prelude to the 
lecture while the audig¢nce was being seated. Mr. 
Stoddard’s treatment of the story of Queen 


Elizabeth is even more effective than his anal- 
ysis of the history of Napoleon IIL, possibly 
because there is more of human interest in the 
history of the “ Virgin Queen,” with her passion- 
ate nature and cruel and vindictive tempera- 
ment. The events of her 45 years of rule in an 
age which marked the beginning of England’s 
gicry in literature, no less than in material 
power, are rapidly sketched, in vivid language, 
supplemented by an exhibition of large stereop 
ticon views. 

Of the birth of Elizabethan literature, which 
produced such geniuses as Shakespeare, Spen- 
ser, rare old Ben Jonson, Beaumont and 
Fletcher, and a host of lesser lights in the dra- 
matic and political firmament, Mr. Stoddard 
holds the Queen utterly guiltiess. The outburst 
of genius which will ever distinguish her reign 
was the accompaniment, rather than the result, 
of herlong rule over England. She was not-a 
liberal patron of art or letters, but she encour- 
ag both when the drain upon her purse was 
not material. Her economy verged closely on 
the boundary of parsimony. and she begrudged 
the expense even of the food of the soldiers who 
fought to preserve her throne. She was thor- 
oughly unlovable sovereign, who found no difii- 
culty in sinking the woman in the Queen. and 
whose temper and characteristics were more 
masculine than feminine. “Queen Elizabeth” 
will be repeated this morning as the second 
lecture in course B of the series.

THE DEAL STILL ADVANCING 


THE BALTIMORE AND OHIOS 
PART IN IT. 

BELIEF THAT THE NECESSARY MONEY 
WILL SOON BE RAISED—RUMORS 
ABOUT THE ALLEGED OPPOSITION. 

BALTIMORE, March 14.—‘‘There is noth- 
fog new,” said President Robert Garrett, this 
afternoon, for about the two hundredth time 
since Wednesday. Mr. Garrett scemed particu- 
larly happy to-day, and the invariable bunch of 
violets, in the lapel of his coat, was larger than 
ever. AS usualhe refused to talk about the 
deal. An official statement, now preparing, is 
expected from him in a day or two. 

The impression is gaining ground that the 
Baltimore and Vhio will play a bigger part in 
the deal than was first announced, although 
every report of this kind is only speculation. 
The great alarm which was felt last week in 
business circles is simmering down into a confi- 
dence that Baltimore’s interests have been 
properly cared for. The city has wanted South- 


ern connections ever since the war. The mer- 
chants have discussed them for hours in their 
associations and have gotten up innumerable 
schemes, but their zeal never reached their 
oe Now they think they see in this 

éal a realization of all their hopes and they are 
as heartily in favor of it as they were opposed to 
it last week. 

On Sauth-street to-day there was only one 
opinion about the deal, and that was that the 
matter had been arranged and settled. Every 
one was anxious to know the terms. Baltimore 
and Ohio stock was somewhat stronger this aft- 
ernoon. Itopened at 168 ana sold up to 170, 
130 shares changing hands at prices ranging 
between the two figures. ; 

A gentleman who has close confidential rela- 
tions with the Baltimore and Ohio management 
said to-day: *“‘ The deal is still going on. It will 
be perfected in a day or two. Of course there 
are many details which require time to fix, but I 
can say that the negotiations are all well ad- 
vanced.

MR. GLADSTONE STANDS FIRMLY FOR 


HOME RULE. 

LONDON, March 14.--Mr. Gladstone, re- 
plying to the request of a number of his ad- 
herents for information as to the concessions 
offered to the Unionists, declines to enter 
into details, but says the Liberals may 
rely updén his firm adherence to the 
principles and bases of his home rule 
policy. The Radical Unionists attribute the 
failure of the conference negotiations to Mr. 
Gladstone’s decision to abide by Mr. Parnell’s de- 
mands. There are facts which many believe tend 
to show that Sir William Vernon Harcourt 
misled Mr. Chamberlain and Sir George 0O. 
Trevelyan, causing them to believe that Mr. 
Gladstone accepted Chamberlain’s proposals. 
It is thought probable that Mr. Gladstone was 
on the verge gt assenting when he was 
warned that “such a step would re- 
sult in a Parnellite revolt. Since 
the breaking off of negotiations the 


demands of thé Unionists have grown. As 
formulated they comprise the following eight 
essentials: That Ireland be represented in the 
Imperial Parliament; that Ulster be sepa 
rated from the jurisdiction of the Dublin Parlia- 
ment; that the Irish Parliament be subordinate 
to and not co-ordinate, with the imperial body; 
that the subordinate powers of tho Irish Parlia- 
ment he strictly defined and limited; that the 
maintenance of law and order remain under the 
control of the imperial authority; that Mr. 
Gladstone’a financial proposals be abandoned; 
that his proposition that the Irish Parliament be 
composed of two orders be abandoned, and that 
British credit be not pledged for the benefit of 
Trish landlords. The Paruellites and Glad- 
stonians seout these demands as unworthy of 
consideration. Mr. Gladstone has been asked to 
define his position and to state upon what terms 
a@ reunion is possible. 

The Standard manifests annoyance at what 
it calls Mr. Joseph Chamberlain’s endeavor 
to keep the Liberal-Unionists in an organ- 
ization by themselves and distinct as a 
party from the Conservatives. The Standard 
says that thisis but making a new system of 
political groups, instead of a new system of par- 
ties, and adds: “If the Liberal-Unionists will not 
support Conservatives the Conservatives must 
be excused for retaliating by refusing to support 
Liberal-Unionists.” 

Mr. Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, stated 
in the House of Commons this afternoon, in an- 
swer to inquiries, that the testimony given be- 
fore the Cowper Irish Land Commission was 
published accurately as given.

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THE PLOT AGAINST THE CZAR. 

A WIDESPREAD CONSPIRACY DISCOV- 
ERED—MANY ARRESTS MADE. 


St. PETERSBURG, March 14.—The Czar, 
Czarina, and Czarowitz left this city yesterday 
for the imperial palace at Gatschina. 

LonDoNn, Marck 14.—In the House of 
Commons this afternoon Sir James Fergusson, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Foreign Office, 
stated that the Government had been informed 
that some persons with explosives in their pos- 
session had been arrested in St. Petersburg yes- 


terday onthe route which the Czar was to have 
taken to attend a service which was to have 
been performed in commemoration of the late 
Czar, it being the anniversary of his death. Sir 
James ee said he was glad to be able to 
announce that no attack was made on the Czar. 

It has transpired that the plot against the Czar 
was widespread ana serious, and that numerous 
arrests have been made in connection therewith. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says that six 
students were arrested on the Newski Prospect, 
near the Anitchkin Palace, having in their pos- 
session @ quantity of explosives. They were 
awaiting the coming of the Czar on his way to 
the cathedral to take part in the anniversary 
services. 

The Slandard, commenting on the reported at- 
tempt on the Czar’s life, says: ‘“‘Such an event 
might be sufficient to turn the scale in the direc- 
tion of war. From this point of view the outrage 
is of the gravest possible significance.” 


Paris, March 14.—The Bourse to-day was 
firm. The Russian and Polish Anarchists of 
Paris yesterday held a so-called “execution of 
the Czar.”’ Violent speeches were made. 


BERLIN, March 14.—The Boerse weakened 
to-day under the influence of the report of an at- 
tempt upon the life of the Czar. Russian securt- 
ties fell 33 per cent and Austrian credit declined 
4 marks. 


VIENNA, March 14.—The Political Corre- 
spondence says that the Governors-General of all 
the provinces of Russia have gathered at St. 
Petersburg to discuss the quéstion of restricting 
the rights of foreigners to the acquisition of 
landed property in the frontier provinces. The 
question is suggested by the increase of immi- 
gration into Russian Poland.

THE AFFAIRS. OF GERMANY. 
NEW REGIMENTS FOR ALSACE-LORRAINE 
—THE CHURCH BILL. 

BERLIN, March 14.—A decree has been 
issued directing that the four new infantry regi- 
ments and the Fourth Battalion, which have 
been added to the existing regiments, be gar- 
risoned almost exclusively in Alsace-Lorraine 
and Baden, along the Rhine. Only three bat- 
talions are to be stationed along the Eastern 

frontier. 

The infant Prince baptized at Potsdam on 
Saturday was the fourth son of Prince William, 
son of the Crown Prince. Count von Moltke 


represented the Archduke Albrecht of Austria, 
one of the godfathers, and presented in his be- 
half a costly gift. Princess Louise of England 
is oneof the godmothers.

The Post prints a letter from Strasburg saying 
that a number of expulsions from Alsace will be 
effected of persons not natives, but having a con- 
ditional permit to reside in the province.

RUBINSTEIN’S ‘“ NERO.” 

Anton Rubinstein’s opera of “‘ Nero” was 
performed for the first timein this country at 
the Metropolitan Opera House last evening. Its 
production drew out a large and fashionable 
concourse, that remained until the fall of thse 
tinal curtain, and was very liberal of applause at 
those stages of events when the strength of the 
dramatic situation or the beauty of the music 
moved the auditors to express their approval 
through other media than reverent atten- 
tion. The representation moved on so smoothly 
that it was hard to realize that “Nero” 
was receiving, as it progressed, its initial 
public rehearsal. Even the mishaps that 
might have been overlooked in the production 


of a work whereof the spectacular requirements 
are altogether exceptional did not claim indul- 
gence. The exposition of ‘ Nero” was, in fact, 
careful, satisfactory in nearly every particular, 
and in some respects positively brilliant. 

“Nero” was first brought out, with the Ger- 
man text which the English translation used 
yesterday is intended to follow, in Hamburg in 
1879. It was also performed, with Jules Bar- 
bier’s original French libretto, whence the Ger- 
man version is taken, at Antwerp in 1884. The 
Hamburg production was successful; the repre- 
sentation of the work at Antwerp did not exact- 
ly excite enthusiasm, and thus far, at any rate, 
European managers have not manifested any 
eagerness te make “ Nero” known to their respect- 
ive audiences. Aside from the self-evident fact 
that Anton Rubinstein’s music can scarcely be 
described as popular, the exceptional propor- 
tions and extraordinary requirements of the 
stage attire of the opera may be mentioned as 
among the strongest reasons for its infrequent 
rehearsal. There are some 20 personages in 
“ Nero;” the scenery it calls for is of the most 
massive sort, and, if the mise en scéne is to accord 
with thé composer’s views on the subject, at 
least 400 or 500 special costumes must be gotten 
together. Hence*it is not surprising that spec- 
ulators in the Old World shoulda be somewhat 
shy of the opera. Whatever fate may be in store 
for ** Nero” in respect of its power to attract and 
ate there is no gainsaying the enterprise and 
iberality of the National Opera Company in se- 
curing for it a hearing on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. For this the company is entitled to the 
thanks of the public and to more substantial evi- 
dences, also, of that body’s gratitude. 

Turning to the French and German “ Diction- 
aries of Operas” as to the fountain head from 
which 80 much programme erudition continu- 
ally flows the reader that seeks enlightenment 
in such matters will find that no less than five 
lyric works bearing the same title as Rubin- 
stein’s have already been poet upon the atage. 
Pallavicinoin 1679, Perti in 1693, Handel in 
1705, Orlandini in 1721, Duniin 1736 or there- 
abont, and Reissiger in 1822 discovered in Neroa 
personage well suited to dramatic and lyric de- 
lineation, and the composer of the ‘ Ocean” 
symphony and the matchless virtuoso acclaimed 
of two worlds proves to be the seventh musi- 
cian that has tried his hand at the same task. 
Opinions may differ as to the worth of 
Rubinstein’s judgment on this subject, sanc- 
tioned though it is by the views of his 

redecessors. There can be but one decision, 

owever, as to the skill with which the French 
librettist has dealt with his material. The story 
of ‘Nero,’ as rehearsed in M. Barbier’s book, 
is full of incident, variety, and contrast. If 
the language of tones can really express every 
shade of emotion no composer can demand 
a series of designs better snited to show the 
significance, the brilliancy, and the wide scopeof 
his music. Maternal love and sensual passion, 
pride and scorn, dee religious feeling 
and pagan epicureanism, the graceful measures 
of, the dance and the martia! clangor of the sol- 
dier’s song—the libretto of “‘ Nero” gives the cue 
toall. Perhaps no living composer could im- 
part to every line of the text not merely the ap- 
propriate accent, but the melodic or harmonic 
charm in default of which much that bas mean- 
ing even becomes wearisome if not offensive. 
The groundwork for a masterpiece of this sort 
lies, nevertheless, in M. Barbier’s effort, and any 
musician that may hereafter be tempted by the 
theme can do no better, we should say, than 
have his libretto modeled after that of the 
French poet. 

The story of “ Nero” is unfolded in the progress 
of four acts, the principal incidents of which 
may be briefly recounted. The first act is car- 
ried on in the house of Epicharis,a Roman 
courtesan, whose daughter Chrysa has been 
reared by friends in ignorance of her mother’s 
calling.. While athrong of guests, conspicuous 
among whom is Vindex, Prince of Aquitania, 
makes merry with song and wine, Chrysa 
chances to enter the house and claim protection 
against a band of roysterers that have followed 
her on her way homeward from the Temple 
of Evander. Vindex Darin wi that Chrysa 
shall not be molested, and he even holds 
to his word when it is made known 
that the girl’s pursuers are led by no less a 
person than the Emperor Nero. When he 
discovers, however, that Chrysa is Epicharis’s 
daughter and, presumably, a woman of the same 
class, Vindex declines to further champion her 
cause. Nero, determined that Chrysa shall be 
his mistress, causes a mock marriage to be cele- 
brated. While the revelry is at its height 
Epicharis, to save Chrysa from her doom, gives 
her a narcotic and proclaims that her daughter 
has succumbed to poison. Then Vindex, con- 
vinced anew of the maiden’s innocence, charges 
Nero with murdering her, and the curtain falls 
upon his denunciation of the Emperor and Nero’s 
command that he be seized and imprisoned. The 
second act of the opera is divided into two 
scenes, the first introducing Poppwa Sabina, 
Nero’s favorite, whose intercession in behalf 
of Chrysa Epicharis successfully beseeches, 
andthe second disclosing a triumphal proces- 
sion, in which Nero is beheld as the idol of the 
populace. In act third Chrysa is seen in con- 
cealment under the care of Vindex, who 
loves her and who declares his intentiov of be- 
coming one of her own sect—a Christian. Dur- 
ing Vindex’s temporary absence Nero appears 
and urges Chrysa to take Poppza’s place 
as his Empress. Promises and threats are 
alike powerless, but justin season to prevent a 
resort to violence come tidings that Romeis in 
flames. Nero and Poppza hasten away to enjoy 
the spectacle, and after their departure the 
scene changes toa public square in Rome, From 
the tower of Mcenas Nero looks down upon 
the burning city and sings, accompanying him- 
self on the lyre; in the streets Chrysa, de- 
nounced to the mob as a Christian, is slain, and 
Epicharis, throwing herself upon her body, 
perishes under the ruins of a falling house. Act 
fourth and last includes two scenes. In the first 
Nero, who has sought refugein the mausoleum 
of Augustus, sees his victims pass before him as 
Richard in the tragedy. In the second—a road 
onthe Campagna—the fugitive Emperor, tracked 
by Gallian legions headed by Vindex, kills him- 
self just as his pursuers overtake him. As they 
gather about his corpse a meteor in shape of a 
cross lights up the heavens. Galba’s soldiery 
gaze upon the vision in wonderment, and from 
afar comes a Christian chant proclaiming the ad- 
vent of the Redeemer. 

The music to “Nero” is of the character that 
one would expect from the composer of-the 
‘sacred dramas” entitled “The Tower of Babel” 
and ‘‘ Paradise Lost.” Rubinstein, as a writer of 
modernized oratorios and contemporary operas, 
has aimed at occupying a sort of interme- 
diate place between the older musicians, 
most of whose works have grown obsolete, and 
the men of the advanced school. In ‘“* Nero’”’— 
ovly to speak of the achievement under notice— 
hehas discarded the ancient forms so far as to 
abolish the sharp dividing lines between old-fash- 
ioned recitative and the old-fashioned airs, duets, 
or trios, but he has not set aside the mold into 
which these ever-graceful forms are cast. His 
arias, duos, and concerted pieces flow into each 
other without solution of continuity, but 
each is well defined and symmetrical, 
and instead of the never-ending — and 
oftentimes never beginning—Wagnerian melos, 
his theives have the charm of variety, of con- 
trast, and of shapeliness, He comes nearer to 
the Verdi of ‘‘ Aida” in ‘* Nero” than to Wagner; 
it is only to be regretted that the creative 
power of the Italian should not be possessed 
in a greater degree by the Russian composer. 
There is in truth little that denotes inspiration 
in “Nero.” Graceful themes, lovely accom- 
paniments, and admirably written choruses 
abound; Rubinstein, moreover, avoids 
almost throughout his opera Wagne- 
rian dissonances and §dreariness, and 
his measures are continuously melodious and 
tuneful. The numbers that stand forth sharply 
through beauty or dramatic vividness do not, 
however, make so imposing a showing as to lead 
one to believe that “Nero” will outlive the 
writer’s accomplishments in other directions. 
The third act of the opera is by all oads the 
finest. Chrysa’s prayer, the duet with Vindex 
—the most admirable number of the score as 
to theme and harmonic treatment—and the 
duet between Chrysa and Epicharis, of which 
a sort of bergeuse theme forms the groundwork, 
are all happy achievements; if the remainder 
of the opera were as rich in good things its pop- 
ular success could safely be predicted. As 
it is the points of interest in the other 
acts are rather far apart. In act first 
is to be mentioned a pretty chorus of 
female voices; in act second, one listens to 
some stirring martial ballet music and to the 
delicious measures of the dance of the bacchantes, 
and in the second scene of act third may 
be cited s0me powerful instrumental 
and choral passages and Nero's eifective 
hymn, prompted by the sight of burning Rome. 
Outside of these parts of the score ‘* Nero” im- 
presses the auditor merely as the work of a 
musician of extraordinary ingenuity and experi- 
ence, gifted with a lively imagination and en- 
dowed with a keen appreciation of theatrical 
effect. It does not bear the stamp of a composer 
of genius. 

We have left ourselvés but little space for a 
review of last evening’s representation, and 
this subject will have to receive more 
minute attention hereafter. The honors 
of the night were borne off by Mr. 
Ludwig, whose Vindex was a noble portrayal of 
a noble character. Miss Juch, as Chrysa, trod 
close upon Mr. Ludwig’s success, but in the try- 
ing scenes in Act ILI. the young primadonna was 
plainly overweighted. Mr. Candidus sang 
the musie allotted to Nero acceptably, 
but he was scarcely an awe-inspiring personage. 
Neither Epicharis nor Chrys# could possibly 
have been appalled by his threats in the third 
act; his wrath was mere scolding, juat 
as his love-making was a legal argument 
delivered in time and tune. The_ other 
rOles in ‘* Nero” were divided between Messrs. 
Stoddard, Whitney, Fessenden, Hamilton, and 
Lee, Miss Pierson, (Poppea,) and Miss 
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Van Zanten, (Epicharis.)

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UNION-SQUARE THEATRE. 

The Union-Square Theatre was well filled 
last night when Miss Agnes Herndon appeared 
inaplay written by Frederick Hale and H. 8. 
Hewitt and entitled ‘‘ The Commercial Tourist’s 
Bride.” This play belongs to a class of produc- 
tions now unhappily too common on the Amer- 
ican stage. Itis the fashion to deal with them 
in a careless manner, as 1f they were harmless 
and ephemeral. It is true that no single one of 


them has more than a momentary life; but, like 
the ephemerm, they are born every day. 
Plays of this kind are utter and _ hope- 
leas rubbish. They have no ingenuity of plot; 
the situations are strained; the incidents 
are beyond the range of human probability, and 
the dialogue is three parts slang and two parts 
inane puns. ‘The Commercial Tourist’s Bride” 
is no exception to the general rule, and it may 
as well be stated at once that such nonsense can- 
not be relished now and then even by men who 
are not wise. The play may, and probably will, 
do well enough *‘ on the road,” if presented only 
in those towns where the inhabitants have not 
learned that dramatic art has advanced some- 
what in the last quarter of a century. Sarcasm 
would be wasted on such worthless trash. The 
only way to fairly warn the public is to 
declare flatly that it is beneath notice. The per- 
formance last evening was little better than the 
play. Miss Hernrdon is a handsome woman, and 
acts with considerable vivacity. She was capi- 
tally assisted by Mr. Frank Lane, whose per- 
formance of the drummer was thoroughly praise- 
worthy. Aside from these two the other mem- 
bers of the cast were novices of the weakest and 
most helpless kind. There were many people in 
the theatre who laughed heartily at the play, 
but it was not the kind of laughter the authors 
sought. The orchestra, with unwonted felicity, 
played between the acts a composition called 
“A Night O18.” It was.

The 
bulk of those present, however, evidently under- 
stood every word that was uttered, and they 
showed their appreciation frequently and with 
tervor. The part taken by Mr. Thomas affords a 
good opportunity for character acting, and the 
actor’s work is clear cut and wonder- 
fully effective. He created the part in 
Germany against the protestations of his 
friends, who feared that he would fail, and: he 
aid so weli that German audiences there made 
him repeat the performance over 250 times. His 
personation is not only mirth provoking, but it 
is a lifelike portraiture that is perfect down to 
the minutest details. The performance was a 
good one also as far as the ae ay went. August 
Walter, Johanna Schatz, Reinhold Bojock, Con- 
rad Junker, Ludwig Steingade, Fanny Heller, 
and others did creditable work, and were evi- 
dently appreciated. Mr. Thomas was recalled 
several times, and was presented with a hand- 
some wreath. This evening “‘ Inspector Braesig” 
will be Be ewe and to-morrow evening Mr. 
Thomas will appear in what is said to be his best 
part in a comic skit entitled “1,733 Thaler and 
2219 Silbergroschen.” 


STEINWAY HALL. 

Friiulein Adele Aus der Ohe gave a piano 
recital at Steinway Hall last evening to the edi- 
fication of a large and appreciative a-sidience. 
The task of entertaining a large assembly of 
people unaided is no small one, but Friulein Aus 
der Ohe performed it with ease and grace. Her 
programme was drawn from the richest treas- 
ures of piano music, and was notable for its 
breadth and formidable nature. It consisted of 
Bach’s toccata and fuguein D minor, arranged by 


Taussig, Schumann’s “ Carnival,” two nocturnes 
and the C sharp minor valse of Chopin, Mendels- 
sohn’s ‘‘Spinnerlied,” a grand polonaise by Za- 
rembski, and from the Liszt repertoire a noc- 
turne, the ‘*‘ Waldesrauchen,” and the “ Rhapso- 
die Hongroise, No. 9,” known as the “* Pesth 
Carnival.” The attention of the audience was 
at once chained by the fine interpretation of the 
opening number. It is seldom that a Bach 
fugue is so intelligently read and so brilliantly 
executed. The performance was perhaps the 
most notable of the evening, as showing the 
player’s thorough comprehension of the most se 
vere and scholarly of composers. The Schumann 
‘“‘Carnival” is unintelligible to all who are un- 
acquainted with Schumaun’s critical writings 
and who have no knowledge of the personality 
of Eusebius and Florestan or of the fanciful so- 
ciety of the Davidsbiindler. Those who pos- 
sessed the key to its significance must have 
found rare enjoyment in the finished series of 
tone pictures which Friulein Aus der Ohe pro- 
duced last evening. It was a rendering that 
could fairly be called in the strictest sense of 
the word an interpretation. In her other selec- 
tions the pianist was successful, and in some of 
them her brilliancy. and power fairly carried 
away the audience, which throughout the even- 
ing was prolific In demonstrations of delight. 


MANY BOUTLES EMPTIED. 


LIQUOR MEN CELEBRATE THE END OF 
THE PLAINFIELD DEADLOCK. 

PLAINFIELD, N. J., March 14.—The license 
deadlock in the Common Council, which has 
lasted two months and shut up every saloon in 
the place, was broken to-night by the action 
of Muldowney, the applicant to whom 
objections had .been made, in announ- 
cing his withdrawal from the _ contest. 
This was brought about, it is said, by each of the 
other applicants paying him $75, with the ex- 
ception of two hotel keepers, who refused to 
enter the pool. The meeting of the Council to- 


night was attended by a large number of promi- 
nent citizens, and the proceedings were anx- 
iously watched. 

Patriarch John Simpson, a Councilman for 
many generations and one of the “ all-or-none” 
license men, made an explanation of his 
osition. He said that although “the gen- 
ry of the place,” glancing at some of 
the kid-glove Councilmen, wanted to rule the 
Council, he gave them to understand that the 
Boulevard, the tabooed district, hadrights which 
— be respected, and that he was the boss of 
t. 

All of the license applications, with the excep- 
tion of Muldowney’s, were then granted. The 
vote in most instances was 6 to4. When the 
first license was granted tho lobby broke 
forth in loud applause, and when all 
the applications had been acted upon 
a rush was made for the door. Within 
five minutes the saloons were in full blast, and 
beer and whisky were flowing freely. The 
rum men are jubilant over the close of 
the deadlock, and are celebrating in fine 
style. For the past month and a half 
not a saloon has been open, and the 
liquor men were beginning to feel blue over 
the situation. The license fee is $500, and 
their involuntary closing up meant the loss 
of inany dollars to them. The buying up of 
Muldowney was talked about early in the 
fight, but the saloon keepers would have 
nothing to do with it. Then time softened their 
hearts and they consented to the inevitable. In 
the meantime, however, they are remembering 
the Councilmen who caused them all the trouble, 
and threaten to retire them at the close of their 
present term.

OBITUARY. 


THE ABBE CARLO PASSAGLIA. 

The Abbé Carlo Passaglia, who created a 
good deal of excitement in the Catholic world 
some 25 years ago by his attack on the preroga- 
tives of the Holy See, died in Rome yesterday at 
the age of 73. He was an Italian by birth, and 
first saw the light at Piéve de San Paola in 1814. 
Designed for the service of the church, he was 
sent to Rome to study, and joined the Society of 
Jesus, afterward becoming Professor of Theol- 
ogy in the College de la Sapi. za in the 


Holy City. He soon became known through- 
out Italy as a theologian of somewhat 
liberal leanings and as one of the most 
learned on the Continent, and he became cele- 
brated throughout the world by his discussion of 
the Roman question of\Church and State. In 
1861 he be ae @ remarkable pamphlet in 
which he declared that temporal power was only 
a relative necessity for the Pope, and counseled 
the Holy Father to sacritice his temporal author- 
ity to aid the cause of a united Italy. The pam- 
phiet created an astounding sensation in the 
ranks of the clericals. It was placed on the In- 
dex Expurgatorius by the ecclesiastical authori- 
ties, and its author, in order to escape 
imprisonment, was obliged to fly from 
Rome disguised, without having an op- 
port, to defend his action. At the time 
ot his flight he had just published two other 
pamphlets anonymously, which would have 
called down upon bim the severe censure of the 
church had he heen known as their author. One 
was entitled, “On the Obligation of the Roman 
Pontiff to remain in Rome now that it has be- 
come the Metropolis of the Kingdom of Italy,” 
and the other was “ Observations of a Catholic 
Priest on Excommunication.” In this latter he 
undertook to prove that an appea? could be 
taken from a sentence of excommunication, be- 
cause such a sentence does not partake of the in- 
fallibility claimed for certain acts of the church, 
and can only be imposed on’ those guilty of spir- 
itual errors. 

Soon after his flight the Abbé Passaglia, at the 
instance of King Victor Emmanuel,, was ap- 
pointed a Professor in the University at Turin, 
and in January, 1863, he was elected a member 
of the Italian Parliament. He founded the In- 
dependent Liberal Catholic Party in Italy, and 
for many years was a leader of that organiza- 
tion, one of the objects of which was to induce 
the Pope to renounce ail claim to temporal power. 
During his | grdaa gies atm career he was a firm 
adherent of the principles which governed the 
Italian patriots who demanded the fullest exer- 
cise of the prerogatives of nationality, and 
arraigned the King’s Ministry severely for 
its timidity in dealing with the French occupa- 
tion of Italian territory. He wrotea great deal 
to prove to the Catholics that patriotic devotion 
to Italy was not incompatible with their duty to 
the church, one of his principal ne ye on 
this subject being significantly entitled, “Schism 
is not a Revolutionary Threat, but a Just Appre- 
hension of True Catholics.” Five years ago, in 
1882, the Abbé renounced political pursuits alto- 
gether, became reconciled to the Holy See, and 
received his ecclesiastical dress, continuing in 
the service of the church until his death.

astern District of Massachusetts, but the Senate 
refused toconfirm him.

BROOKLYN SPOILS SYSTEM 


LIGHT ON OcOURIOUS CIVIL 
SERVICE METHODS. 
WHAT MAYOR WHITNEY DID AND DID 
NOT KNOW—THE STORY OF THE 

HEAD OF THE COMMISSION. 


When Mayor Whitney was called to tes- 
tify before the Bacon investigating commit- 
tee, in the Brooklyn City Hall, yesterday morn- 
tng, Corporation Counsel Jenks said that now 
thatit became apparent that the committee was 
going to turn its attention from county to mu- 
nicipal affairs, he would ask that the officials 
ander investigation be represented by counsel. 
He insisted that the character of these officials 
was at stake and that they had a right to as 
much consideration as the ‘‘other side” had. The 
committee denied the application, with the 
understanding that witnesses would be allowed 
to muke any personal explanations of their tes- 
timony while the investigation wasin progress. 

Mayor Whitney’s examination, which was con- 
ducted by E. M. Shepard, threw much new light 
upon the way in which civil service Jaws have 


been applied in the Brooklyn municipal adminis- 
tration. The civil lists of 1885 and 1887 were 
shown him, and he was asked to explain why 
the number of employes under schedule A had 
been increased from 108 in 1885 to 208 in 1887. 
He could not do so, and when he was asked to 
explain how the complete schedule of city em- 

loyes rose from 1,553 in 1885 to 1,797 in 1887 

suggested that perhaps the naiural increase 
of the city had something to do with it. It 
was shown him that outside of the Police and 
Fire Departments the increase had amounted to 
25 per cent., which he thonght was about what 
it ought to be. He thought that the growth of 
the city was tho reason that the number of day 
laborers employed by the city rose from 225 in 
1885 to 444 in 1887, and when it was demon- 
strated that the force of park employes was in- 
creased in the same time from 58 to 87—an in- 
crease of 66 per cent.—he said he presumed that 
there were rather more park keepers than there 
used to be. : % 

The question of the stringing of wires by the 
telephone eet Ae y along the Fire and Police 
Department poles in defiance of the subway law 
was brought up, the witness stating that he be- 
lieved the Fire Department had the right to 
grant the privilege of its poles to private corpo- 
rations. ewas ready to acknowledge that the 
poles would be more cumbersome when em- 
ployed to support private as well as municipal 
vires. He did not have a very clear idea of the 
subway Jaw, which he supposed to forbid the 
erection of poles but not the stringing of wires. 

Thé way in which the civil service rules, aim- 
ing to keep appointments free from political influ- 
ence, had been applied in Brooklyn was looked 
into. The Mayor said he had no knowledge ot 
changes made in the number of competitive po- 
sitions. He had not been consulted in the mat- 
ter. Subordinates did what they thought best 
regarding it. He supposed the heads of depart- 
ments had followed both the spirit and letter of 
the civil service law wherever it applied. Other 
things being equal, he would appoint a Demo- 
erat, and so would the heads of departments. 

Then followed this significant examination: 

Q.—The civil service regulations of Brooklyn pro- 
Tide, at regulation 32, as follows: ‘“ No recom- 
mendation or selection under the authority of these 
ie perme shall relate to the political opinions or 
affiliations of any person whatever, nor shall their 
political opinions be discovered or be cousidered by 
the commission in their examination er be con- 
sidered by the appo:nting ofticer in determining his 
selection among the candidates qualified for the ap- 
ointment.” That regulation you are familiar with ? 
a.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—I observe in your message that you say under 
the head of the Civil Service Commission, “The va- 
Tious;departments have fulfilled Doth the spirit and 
the letter of the civil service law wherever its pro- 
‘visions have been applied?” A.—I suppose so, 

Q.—Then your best impression is that allof the 
heaas of departments have since you have been 
Mayor followed both the letter and spirit of the 

wt A.—I presume they have obeyed the law. I 

ve no doubt that if they could appoint a Demo- 
erat and at the sametime obey the law they would 
de so, I think I would. 

Q.—Is it your own judgment that if you could ap- 
point an official of your own party you would do so? 
A.—Everything else being equal, I should do so. 

Q.—Now let me call your attention to the wording 
of regulation 32 and ask if this does not place a lim- 
itation on the duty of the Mayor and his subordi- 
nates. This limitation says: “ Neither shall polit- 
ical influences be considered by the Commissioners 
in their examinations or considered by the appoint- 
ing officer in making his selections!’ A.—I presume 
we have all carried out the law. 

Q—Do you think that particular part of the law 
has been carried out which says that political mat- 
ters are not to be considered? A.—I do not kuow. 

Q.—Have you any impression? A.—I presume 
that they obeyed the law. 

Q.—May I ask your judgment as to whether, when 
the law says that upon certification from the eligible 
list of three names, one of which is to be chosen, the 
appointing power shail not consider political mat- 
ters in determining selection—whether that places 
mpon an honerable officer any limitation upon his 
preference? A.—I think, as I have said before, that 
they would give the preference to their own party, 
everything else being equal. 

Q.—Would you consider that the head of any de- 
partment having certified to him three men, for in- 
stance, for the position of policeman, three men 
from whom he must choose one, and the law says to 
him that he shall not consider political matters in 
imaking his decision, would you consider that he 
performed his duty in invariably choosing a Demo- 
crat if he were a Democrat, or in choosing a Repub- 
liean if he were a Kepublican? A.—I should think 
he did. 

Q.—Mr. Mayor, do you know or have you in mind 
what is the manner in which the heal of a depart- 
ment desiring to appoint a man from the eligible list 
who has political recommendations behind him, but 
who stands a considerable distance down on the 
€ligible list, can make such an appointment of a 
faan so recommended him for eae heprengh A.—If 
he had three names he could make his own selection 
from the three. 

Q.—If one of the men had political recommenda- 
tions he could, if he so desired, take that man! A.— 
He has a legal right to do so. 

Q.—If these men are not, to his mind, satisfactory 
he can reject them and demand others from which to 
make his choice? A.-—I suppose he can. 

Q.—Then if you send him two more names and he 
returns one of the first three names. he may make 
his selections from Nos. 3, 4,and5 as he likes or re- 
ject them aill,‘if none, in his mind, are satisfactory? 
A.—I suppose he can. 

Q.—Then if three more men are certified. and one 
ef them happens to be the man with the political 
recommendations, he can reject all and make his se- 
lection from Nos. 5, 6, and 7, and can select the man 
he desires? A.—I believe so. 

Q—Or if tour or six have political recommenda- 
— he can appoint from these if he desires? A.— 

es. 

Q.—But simply because he wants to reach the 
Bane on the eligibie list he can accomplish this ap- 
pointment by this system of rejections. A.—I sup- 
pose he could. 

Q.—May I ask, Mr. Mayor, if, in your judgment, a 
public officer who does that compiies with the law, 
which law tells him that be must not let the matter 
of parties weigh in the matter of appointments? A.— 
The spirit of the law would not be very carefully 
carried out, I guess. 

Q.—Would the letter of the law, in your opinion, 
Mr. Mayor, be carried out? A.—He would naturally 
have the matter of the man’s political recommenda- 
tion in mind. 

Q.—It would be unconscious then, perhaps? 
He wouldn’t comply with the spirit of the law. 

Q.—Supposein this case, Mr. Mayor, the man he 
desired to appoint, who must be one of these or not 
more than five, and three, four, and five were sure 
of Ypolitical backing of the parties to which they 
velonged, he could then appoint from these last by 
asing the system of rejections before alluded to} 
4.—I think so. 

Q.—You do not think he would be unconscious of 
itt A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—When a public officer is sworn to obey the let- 
terof the Jaw is he conscious that he is doing his 
entire duty when he doesa thing, that is in direct 
violation of the spirit and letter of the law? A,—I 
do not know that bage have done that. 

Q.—But suppose that they have? 
then, they do violate it. 

Q.—And itis justas much a violation of the duty 
of an officer of the city as if he violated any other 
law relating to the administration of his office. A.— 
It would scem so. 


The witness was asked why it was that the 44 
detectives employed by the city had been re- 
moved from the competitive system, and stated 
that it was because they could select them better 
than others could, knowing the men better. 

William J. Preston, Chairman of the Brooklyn 
Civil Service Commission, proved a somewhat 
feluctant and evasive witness on the subject 
that he was supposed to know most about. He 
said that at present there were no veterans on 
the eligible list who had not been appointed to 
oftice. The law required notice, by advertise- 
ment, tobe given stating the time and place of 
examinations, The only advertising done in ac- 
cordance with this regulation was in the Brook- 
lyn Corporation paper, but when intending ap- 
plicants called atthe office they were supplied 
with the information. The witness declined to 
tell whether the object of advertising was to 
give the examination wide publicity, as that 
would be expressing an opinion. He was aware 
that very unfavorable criticisms had been made 
regarding the way in which the commission con- 
flucted this part of its business. 

He explained, at Mr. Shepard’s suggestion, 
that when a citizen desired to apply for examina- 
tion, it was first necessary for him to go to the 
oifice of the commission and secure several 
blanks upon which to make his formal applica- 
tion, One of these banks has to be filled in, sup- 
plying a variety of information about the ap- 
plicant. Then he must secure vouchers from 
hot less than from three to tive citizens, and 
finally the certiticate of a physician. Allot these 
flocuments have to be sworn to before a notary. 

* I think,” he said in reply toa question, ‘‘ that 
the notice of examination should run from 5 to 
10 days.” 

Mr. Shepard then proceeded ‘to show that in 
wmany instances the advertisement appeared on 
the evening preceding the day on which the ex- 
AmMination was set for 10 o'clock in the morning. 
And in reply to a question, the Commissioner 
said that he believed it was possible for an in- 
tending applicant to attend to all the described 
preliminaries on that short notice. Mr. Shepard 
Stated that, asa rule, the notices were of one, 
two, or uree days in Jenyzth, the one-day notice 
lasting only from evening to morning. He called 
the witness’s attention to the fact that in several 
instances only one instead of three examinees 
had been certified to. 

“‘Those are cases where technical knowledge 
is necessary,” the Commissioner replied. 

“Do you consider that the janitor of a sebool 
or the Superintendent of tht 
quires technical knowledge?” Mr. Suepard asked. 

“No,” the witness anawered reluctantly. He 
also acknowledged that he could not explain 
why only one had been certified for the positions

JAMES C. BAYLES APPOINTED AND THE 
POLITICIANS NOT SATISFIED. 

The fact that James C. Bayles, who lives 
in Orange, N. J., but who voted last Fall in this 
city, liad been selected to succeed Gen. Shaler as 
President of the Board of Health, had been so 
freely discussed Saturday that little surprise 
was caused yesterday when it became known 
that Mayor Hewitt had formally appointed him 
to the position. Mr. Bayles reached the Mayor’s 
office at the same time as Mr. Hewitt, and. after 
a short and confidential talk, the Mayor an- 
nounced that the appointment had been made. 


Then, turning to the appointee, he said that he 
congratulated him—provided he finally obtained 
undisputed possession of the office. 

Armed with a certificate of appointment Com- 
missioner Bayles went to the office of the Health 
Board. Gen. Shaler had been there during the 
morning, but had gone away soon after noon. 
Mr. Bayles got there soon after 2 o’clock, with 
Corporation Counsel Lacombe, and gave Secre- 
tary Emmons Clark a copy of his oath of 
ottice and the certificate of appointment. 
Mr. Bayles almost immediately talked with Pres 
ident French, of the Police Department, who 
by virtae of his office is a member of the 
Board of Health, and then with the 
chiefs of the sanitary division. Speaking to 
a reporter of Tur ,Times he said: “My 
appointment was not sought. [ have some 
knowledge of sanitary matters, and am glad to 
say that many of the heads of bureaus and some 
of the clerks are well and favorably known to 
me. Ihaveno plan or programme. Iam con- 
servative and do not propose to revolutionize 
the department. .I mean to do the best [can, I 
do not yet understand the routine of the depart- 
ment enough to say if Lapprove of the system 
of military divisions established by my prede- 
cessor, Ishall not disturb any system that is 
good.” The advent or Mr. Bayles gave great 
satisfaction to the heads of divisions and the 
clerical force. 

The new President of the Board of Health is 
41 years old. He is tall, of slim build, with 
gray eyes. He wears a light brown mustache 
and goatee, which give his face a pleasant 
look. Mr. Bayles served in the war, being con- 
nected with the Forty-sixth New-York Artillery. 
For the past 16 years he has been editor of the 
dron Age and Metal Worker. He has been in- 
terested for some time in sanitary matters, and 
has been considered an authority on drainage 
and sewage engineering, Hewrote abook called 
*““House Drainage Supply,” and papers on the 
subject. He became well acquainted with Mr. 
Hewitt through his connection with the Jron 
Age,a paper with which the Mayor has had 
dealings, Mr. Bayles owns a house in ne 
and property in this city. His residence in 
New-York is at the Windermere, 400 West 
Fifty-seventh-street. He has never held polit- 
ical office. He said yesterday that he considered 
New-York City his legal residence, although ad- 
mitting that he had not voted often. 

The news of his appointment was not received 
with very great favor by the leaders of either 
Tammany Hall or the County Democracy organ- 
ization. Mr. Power called upon Mr. Hewitt dur- 
ing the day, and so did several other politicians. 
They asked who Mr. Bayles was, and were not 
very well satisfied when informed. The Mayor 
said he had selected Mr. Bayles because he be- 
lieved that he would make a most acceptable 
Officer, and in addition to his knowledge as to the 
qualification of Mr. Bayles for the office the lat- 
ter had been indorsed by many prominent citi- 
zens.

RESCUED FROM AN OPEN BOAT. 

Henry A. Devere, of the pilot boat E. F. 
Williams, No. 14, arrived yesterday on an in- 
coming steamer and reported that about noon 
last Saturday the lookout of No. 4, which was 
cruising 90 miles tothe south of Sandy Hook 
and opposite the Delaware Breakwater, observed 
a three-masted schooner flying signals of distress. 
The steamer Decater Miller was seen hove to 
near by, and one of her boats was moving toward 


the schooner. There was evidently no one on 
board, and the boat returned to the steamer. 
Then the lookout on the pilot boat discovered 
a boat with several men in it, pulling toward 
him. The yawl was soon alongside, and its six 
occupants were taken on board. 

They proved to be Capt. Nickerson and the 
crew of the schooner Alfred T. Wait, which left 
Philadelphia for New-Bedford on March 9 with 
500 tons of coal. The vessel was leaking when 
she sailed and after leaving the Breakwater the 
leak increased rapidly. For 36 hours the crew 
worked steadily at the pumps without galning 
on the leak. At 9 A. M. on Saturday the schoon- 
er was ina sinking condition. A sailing vessel 
Was seen some miles to leeward and sig- 
nals of distress were hoisted. As the 
stranger did not appear to observe them, 
Capt. Nickerson and his men launched 
their boat and rowed in her direction. The 
stranger drew away rapidly and the boat’s 
crew soon gave up the effort to reach her. They 
put about. and headed for the wreck. The 
Decater Miller was then seen and the almost 
exhausted men again struggied at their oars. 
They saw the Miller heave to and then 
steam away and were about to give them- 
selves up for lost, when they discovered 
the pilot boat. When rescuea they had 
been without food or water for 36 hours, 5 hours 
of which had been passedin the open boat. Their 
rescue had been observed by the steamer, which 
s00R came up and offered to take the men to Bos- 
ton. This offer was accepted, and Capt. Nicker- 
son and his crew were transferred to the steam- 
er. They had saved none of their effects. The 
wreck of the Wait was seen to founder with sev- 
eral of her sails still set at 4 o’elock. 

The lost schooner measured 294 tons and was 
built in 1873 at Pembroke, Me. She was owned 
by J. Musgrave, of Portland, Me. Vessel and 
cargo were insured.

JUSTIFYING HIS CHARGES 
WHY DETECIIVE PRICE USED 
HARSH EPITHETS. 

HE RAKES UP MR. KELLER’S CANADIAN 

RECORD BEFORE THE BOARD OF 


POLICE COMMISSIONERS, 


The case of Detective James K. Price, of 
Capt. Williams’s command, charged by Superin- 
tendent Murray, on newspaper reports and affi- 
davits forwarded by Frank J. Keller, the lawyer, 
with denouncing Keller in open court as a thief 
and a liar and with proposing to divide with him 
(Price) $161 taken from a criminal, came before 
the full Board of Police Commissioners yester- 
day. 

The trouble grew out of the arrest of William 
McGrath, a burglar. Price made the arrest and 
on searching the man found $161, which Mc- 
Grath claimed as his own. Keller, whohad been 


retained by McGrath, tried to get it by producing 
an assignment made by his client. McGrath 
was indicted and was convicted of burglary on 
Feb. 3. On that day Judge Cowing, who had or- 
dered the $161 to be produced in court, ques- 
tioned Price about it, and he made in court and 
outside the accusations complained of by Keller. 
Wheh the case was called yesterday, Price’s 
counsel, ex-Assemblyman House, said that his 
client had no desire to press the matter and tried 
to have the case adjourned toenable Keller to 
get as witnesses Judge Cowing, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Purdy, and several newspaper re- 
porters, he 

Keller, in pleading that he had not sought to 
injure Price, said that when Superintendent 
Murray wrote to him about the newspaper ac- 
cusations he suggested that the case be taken 
before the Grand Jury. He believed that the 
affair would be forgotten, but when he found 
that he was to be the sole witness against Price 
he took counsel, and was advised to let the mat- 
ter oe. He now found himself in the unenvia- 
ble position of a witness against Price, with the 
possibility of the case turning into a question of 
veracity between him and that officer. He 
therefore desired the attendance of the wit- 
nesses named so that his version of the story 
could be corroborated. He also saw in courta 
number of b gedarys who knew nothing of what 
had occurred before Justice Cowing and in the 
corridor and anticipated why they were present. 

Detective Price objected to an adjournment. 
He did not want to remain longer under the 
charges made by Keller. After some discussion 
the Commissioners ordered the witnesses to be 
sworn, and the first examined was the com- 
plainant. 

Keller related how he became counsel for Mc- 
Grath, whom he had defended before. As part 
payment of his fee he received the assignment 
of the $161 in the hands of the property clerk. 
Capt. Williams told him on Price’s behalf that 
Mr. Grumwald, one of the persons whom Mc- 
Grath had robbed, claimed the money. Then 
Keller filed the assignment with the prop- 
erty clerk. Jan. 21, ‘when McGrath 
was indicted, he and Price had some 
friendly pbantering about the $161. Each 
offered to bet about Keller getting it, but 
no bet was made. Wheu Price produced the 
money before Justice Cowing, a lawyer having 
claimed it for Grumwald, Price said that Kel- 
ler proposed to divide the money with him, and 
that it was his (Price’s) duty to protect citizens 
notonly trom regular but from legal thieves. 
This, Keller insisted, was equivalent to calling 
him a thief. After this there was a wrangle in 
the corridor of the court and Price called him a 
thief and a liar. 

Detective Price proceeded to cross-examine 
the complainant with some asperity, and tried 
to make him admit that what was said in court 
was sanctioned by Judge Cowing, and that out- 
side he oniy called him a coward and @ crook. 

Keller then said in substance that he first 
came to New-York in January, 1881, from Mon- 
treal. If he, in his pf age ta to be admitted to 
the Bar, said it was Dec. 10, 1880, it was false. 
He became a citizen March 7, 1887. He was 
once arrested in Canada, in 1880, on a charge of 
appropriating $7,000 belonging to an estate 
which he and others managed. Papers which 
would fully exonerate him were on their way 
here. He had kept himself a poor man in order 
to make restitution, and had sacrificed every- 
thing in the world to settle the matter. He now 
owed only a smali sum, which is to be paid two 
years hence. ‘If that,” said the complainant, 
‘constitutes being a thief and a scoundrel, [sup- 
pose lam one.” Keller denied that he was coin- 
mitted in default of bail or ‘‘ jumped” his bail or 
fled to New-York to avoid trial. 

A document which Price submitted and which 
accuses Keller of stealing the $7,000 in question 
was laid aside pending the arrival of the excul- 
patory document from Canada. Questioned 
about the larceny in Canada of a sachel contain- 
ing $14,000 which belonged to a contractor 
named McNamee, Keller refused to give much 
information on the ground that it would reveal 

rofessional secrets. Price then admitted that 

e called Keller a coward and a crook, and 
claimed that he was warranted in sodoing. He 
could not get Keller to admit that he proposed 
to share the $161 taken from McGrath. Keller, 
however, acknowledged that he had got money 
on a worthless check for $15, hed failed to pay 
borrowed money, had been in arrears for board, 
&e. To the question, ‘Are you not to-day a 
criminal in the eyes of the law?’ Keller replied: 
“The question is too insulting to answer, but I 
am no more a criminal than you are.” 

Then Price fortified his case by calling severd? 
witnesses.: Capt. Williams said that Keller came 

‘to him and tried to get the $161, but the Captain 
would not let him have it, asit had been claimed. 
Isidore Grumwald told how he had been robbed 
of eight one-hundred-dollar bills and_ had 
claimed the $161. David Nugent heard Price, 
in the corridor of the Court House, call Keller a 
coward and a crook. J. W. Woods, of 39 East 
Twelfth-street, lent Keller $100 ‘for four days” 
ayearago. He had had much trouble in getting 
back $70. W. Mould, of 78 University-place, 
cashed Keller’s worthless check for $15 on the 
Dry Deck Savings Bank. Rudolph Pellman, 
with whom Keller boarded for 10 months, would 
not swear that he would not believe him under 
oath. He knew of his making promises and not 
keeping them, and of his neglecting to pay 
sonnei at cards and his board bill. He paid 
him $11 to begin a suit for him and heard no 
more of it. In cross-examination Pellman 
admitted that when Keller left him he 
did not owe him any money, and Keller 
undértook to prove that the suit for which the 
$71 was paid was brought and is still pending. 
President French expressed surprise that a law- 
yer should take so small a fee, and Keller said he 
took the money for necessary expenses only. 
The next witness adverse to Keller related how 
a@ young man from Charlestown got into trouble 
here through forging bills of lading. His sister 
was inveigled into Keller’s office and paid him 
several hundred dollars for his fee, getting bail, 
&c. A balance was due to her, and she only got 
it after Lester B. Faulkner, the witness, and 
Miles Beach stirred Keller up. 

Price then summed up the case, and did not 
retract anything that he admitted he said of 
Keller. He never called him a liar, although he 
believed and knew him to be one. Keller de- 
clined to reply, and the case was closed, subject, 
however, to the addition of the testimony from 
Montreal in favor of Keller. 


HONORED IN HIS NATIVE CITY. 
The remains of Gen. William King Loring, 
who died on Dec. 30 last at the St. Denis Hotel, 
were temporarily placed in a vault in the Marble 


Cemetery, in Second-street, near Second-avenue, 
They were removed at9 o’clock last evening and 
placed on a train for conveyance to St. Augus- 
tine, Fla., where the finalinterment will be made. 
Ex-United States Senator George E. Spencer, of 
Alabama; Mrs. Spencer, Gen. Loring’s niece and 
legatee, and the Rev. John J. Riordan, of the 
Castle Garden Mission, the Executor of the 
estate, will accompany the remains. Jackson- 
ville will be reached by to-morrow noon, when 
the body will be taken in charge by the civic and 
military officials of St. Augustine, Gen. Loring’s 
native place. 

Florida regards Gen. Loring as one of her most 
distinguished sons, and her citizens are arrang- 
ing to testify in an adequate way their respect 
for his memory. The Mayor of St. Augustine 
and Gen. Anson Thomas, formerly of Gen. Lor- 
ing’s staff, will conduct the funeral programme. 
The body will liein state until the 18th, when 
it will be borne to its resting place in the new 
cemetery with military pomp.

FIRM FAILS. 


SMITH & BROTHER SUSPEND WITH 

LIABILITIES OF $375,000. 

E. A. Smith & Brother, manufacturers 
and dealeis in kid and goat skins, at 180 William- 
street, nade an assignment yesterday to Ludwig 
Roth, of Blumenthal & Co., leather dealers, 193 
William-street. The liabilities amount to about 
$375,000, the nominal assets to about $250,000, 
and the actual assets not much less. 

The preferences specified aggregate $121,- 
193 26, as follows: $2,151 40 to the estate of 
Louisa Smith, who was a sister of Martin V. B. 
Smith, the only surviving member of the in- 
solvent firm; $2,000 to Margaret Jones, another 


sister; $5,000 to Fayerweather & Ladew, bor- 
rowed money; $1,099 34 to William Williamson, 
of Haverstraw, a manufacturer of leather; 
$21,730 to Mrs. A. C. Bourneville, another sis- 
ter; $17,342 63 to Miss Annie Smith, another 
sister; $8,000 to A. W. Blattner, foreman of the 
firm’s tannery in Philadelphia, borrowed money; 
$6,490 to George De B. Keim, of Philadelphia, 
who discounted notes of the firm; $56,879 &9 to 
Mrs. Emily A. Smith, widow of E. A. Smith and 
Executrix of his estate; $500 to the nolder of a 
note. Other preferences, it is said, will swell 
the amount to about $150,000. 

This was the oldest house in the trade, and its 
collapse caused general surprise. It was found- 
ed in 1825 by Adam Smith, who continued it 
until 1852, when he died. His son, Edwin A. 
Smith carried on the business single handed 
until 1857, when he took his brother, Abel ©. T. 
Smith, into partnership. The latter’s death oc- 
curred in 1861. After this event another 
brother, Martin Van Buren Smith, became a 
partner. ‘’his alliance lasted until the death of 
5. A. Smith in February, 1876. Since then Mar- 
tin V. B. Smith has carried the business alone 
under the old firm name of E, A. Smith & 
Brother. 

The house has done an enormous business. In 
1875 the firm was reported to have $1,000,000 
invested. Most of the manufacturing was done 
in the firm’s own tannery at Philadelphia. Kid 
and goat skins were imported and tanned into 
boot and shoe leather, such as is used principally 
in the manufacture of ladies’ foot gear. 

At the store after the announcement of the 
failure it was said that the collapse was unex- 
pected. It was caused, reporters were told, by 
shrinkage and general disappointment in calcu- 
lations. Evidently the firm had been embar- 
rassed for a long time and struggled to keep the 
facta secret. No later than March 12, M, V. 
B. Smith, according to Bradstreet’s, stated that he 
Was worth as much as he ever was and owed 
$100,000 less than he did last year at that date. 

A gentleman familiar with the trade said that 
prices had been shrinking for the past five years 
until they had reached a point lower than since 
1879. Another gentleman who closely watches 
mercantile matters said that recent strikes had 
given the leather trade a black eye beyond a 
doubt. Alexander Blumenthal, of Blumenthal 
& Hirsch, attorneys for the assignor, said that 
the firm paid out close to $100,000 during the 
past monthin trying to tide over shoals of dis- 
aster. During the past two weeks alone between 
$30,000 and $40,000 were paid creditors. Three 
weeks ago Mr. Smith borrowed $25,000and gave 
as security for it a mortgage on the Philadelphia 
tannery. He used that sum and other borrowed 
money to pay clamoring creditors. The lawyer 
stated further that of the liabilities $200,000 
was for merchandise and the remainder for bor- 
rowed money. The assets would show up from 
$250,000 to $300,000. The failure, he said, was 
due to dull trade, depreciation, and losses on ex- 
periments in manufacturing to meet modern de- 
mands. 

It is said that a good deal of the firm’s paper 
was discounted by the National Park Bank, and 
® small amount by the Merehants’ Exchange 
National Bank. They are preferred fully for all 
discounts on commercial paper and any notes 
they may hold. In Philadelphia some judg- 
ments have been obtained against the firm. The 
assets consist of stock in the tannery and here, 
and good debts of about $80,000. 

Bradstreet’s gave the firm a shaded rating. For 
Many years it was the leading morocco house of 
the country and did a business of $1,000,000 an- 
nually. While the business was large, not much 
money was made of late. ‘The factory is at 
924 North Third-street, Philadelphia, and from 
that city two weeks ago came reports of finan- 
cial embarrassment. They were denied by Mr. 
Smith. He, however, acknowledged mortgaging 
the factory to ease the pressure. His notes were 
met until Saturday.

PROOFS OF BLACKMAIL. 


EVIDENCE ON WHICH MORRIS SPIEGEL 
FOUNDS HIS CHARGE. 

The trial of Louis Behrman, charged with 
blackmail in having attempted to obtain money 
from Morris Spiegel, wine merchant, of 101 and 
103 Broad-street, was yesterday begun in the 
Court of General Sessions. Spiegel got into trouble 
about revenue stamps, andin the United States 
Criminal Court was convicted of defrauding the 
Government by using revenue stamps which 
had been previously used. Behrman was em- 
ployed by Spiegel and was a witness against 


him. The alleged blackmail is in connection 
with the trial, it being stated that Behrman of- 
fered to change his testimony for $1,200. 

The following extracts from letters said to have 
been written by Behrman to Spiegel were yes- 


terday introduced as evidence: 


If you would settle with me I’ll change my testi- 
mony. I demand $1,200 in cash—notin acheck, If 
you send me the money you may do so through 
Philip Bental. I have confidence in him. On the 
10th of next month your case is coming on and I 
give you eight days’ time. If I do not hear from 
you until then I presume vou will not give me the 
money and you will bitterly regret it, and your life 
and liberty are in danger. I will be policeman in 
the Custom House. Further, I’ve nothing to say 
toyou, Lalso warn you not todo anything against 
me, otherwise your days are counted. L. B. 

You've not answered my former letter and now it 
is too late. I'll not settle any more with you for any 
ge for $5,000. Now you must suffer for it. 

have got you down fine. know all about your 

movements. L. B. 
* Arthur Blair, bookkeeper for Spiegel & Co., tes- 
tified to having seen Bebrman’s handwriting 
and said that the handwriting of the letters was 
the same. Spiegel testified that he received the 
above letters and was convinced that Behrman 
had written them. Some time before his “ trou- 
ble” witness said Behrman had admitted to him 
that he had given information to the Govern- 
ment about Spiegel’s fraudulent use of revenue 
stamps. 

The trial was then adjourned until this morn- 
ing. The defense will be that Behrman never 
wrote the letters. 
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SUBWAY COMMISSIONERS. 

At the meeting of the Electrical Subway 
Couimission yesterday afternoon several appli- 
cations from electrical companies for short con- 
nections by poles were approved, with the 
stipulation that the companies would hold 


themselves ready te place the wires under 
ground when requested. The Safety Electric 
Light and Power Company, which was organized 
last month, reminded the Commissioners that it 
was unfair that it should be prevented from 
doing the business it was chartered to do by 
their non-action. It offered to construct its own 
conduits, or to lay its conductors in conduits 
prepared by the commission, and finally asked 
leave to carry its conductors above ground tem- 
porarily. Commissioner Gibbens thought the 
proper course would be for the company to ap- 
pear before the Legislature, which, by its fail- 
ure to authorize the completion of the burying 
of the wires, had placed companies in the posi- 
tion of being between the devil and the deep sea. 
The communication was tabled. 

The State Controller wrote that unless the 
Commissioners preferred that their salaries 
up to Jan. 8 should first be paid, he would as- 
sume the accounts for rent, printing, furniture, 
advertising, &c., and that the payment of these 
accounts would very nearly exhaust the avail- 
able funds. The Baltimore and Ohio Company 
having refused to pay its first assessment be- 
cause it was not satisfied that the Western Union 
had given a correct account of its mileage, Com- 
missioner Gibbens said there was no counection 
between the two cases, and the Baltimore and 
Ohio would have to pay anyhow. 

EE SS CNS SI BT 
MEETING OF THE BRIDGE BOARD. 

At the monthly meeting of the Trustees of 
the New-York and Brooklyn Bridge, held yester- 
day afternoon at their office in Brooklyn, the 
plans prepared by the Executive Committee for 
the proposed new platform on the north side of 
the roadway on Centre-street were adopted, and 


a new locomotive was ordered purchased. A 
long discussion was had on toll reductions, 
during which the Chairman stated that Mayor 
Hewitt hadinformed him that he would opposeall 
bridge legislation until he was satistied that the 
Trustees intended to carry out their contract 
with Oswald Ottendorfer. A motion was made 
to withdraw the Toll bill from the Legislature, 
but it was laid upon the table. 

Trustee Marshall made a personal statement 
denying that there was any truthin an insinua- 
tion recently made by Assemblyman Farrell 
that the speaker was having cordage carried 
gratis or at reduced rates across the bridge. He 
wanted it understood that he was not to be 
bought at so cheap a price as a few bridge tolls. 
The Treasurer’s report was submitted, showing 
receipts for February amounting to $71,387 94; 
expenditures, $84,609 07. The Secretary’s re- 
port placed the total number of passeugers on 
the bridge during February at 2,279,227, of 
whom 2,123,129 traveled by railroad and 
156,098 by promenade. The Chairman stated 
during the meeting that last Saturday the num- 
ber of persous crossiug the bridge was 113,899.

KILLED IN A QUARREL. 
A CANE CUT IN THE WOODS RESULTS 
IN A TRAGEDY, 

There was a fight at Yonkers on Sunday 
evening in which Albert G. Wolf, son of Louis 
Wolf, met his death. He, with Charles Za- 
binski, started out about 8 o’clock to take 
a walk up Warburton-avenue, They had 
been outin the woods in the afternoon, and 
Wolf had cut a cane, which he was still 
carrying. As they sauntered along, chatting to- 
gether, they met Cornelius F. Devitt, of Glen- 
wood. Devitt, noticing the cane, asked Wolf for 
it. He refused, whereupon Devitt threatened to 
“smash him in the jaw.” Wolftola him he did 
not think he would, when Devitt struck him 
with his fist. The blow was returned, and 
Devitt’s hat was knocked off. Then Devitt struck 
Wolf again and knocked him into the gutter. 
Wolt made an effort to rise, but fell back, gasp- 
ing tor breath. Devitt became frightened and 
hurried from the scene, while Zabinski tried to 
assist his friend. 

Dr. Miles was sent for. When he arrived, 
which was in a few minutes, he pronounced 
Wolf dead. The young man was then placed in 
a hack and driven to his father’s home, on 
Main-street. Meanwhile news of the affair had 
been sent to Police Headquarters, and Devitt 
was arrested at $9 Wicker-street. When he 
reached the station he inquired how Wolf was, 
and it was difficult to make him believe that the 
boy was dead. He expressed great sorrow and 
said it was all an accident; that he did not in- 
tend to hurt Wolf, and that they were having 
only atrifling quarrel. Devitt kept repeating, 
“He can’t be dead! He can’t be dead!” 

The Coroner’s inquest began yesterday. Louis 
Wolf, the dead boy’s father, testified that he 
never knew of his son having any physical in- 
firmity, and that when he started out for his 
walk was in the best of spirits. Charles Zabin- 
ski’s testimony was as related above. He added 
that Devitt struck Wolf in the stomach when he 
knocked him into the gutter. Once before, while 


walking with Wolf, Devitt had taken Wolf by: 


the collar and threatened him. After hearing 
one or two other unimportant witnesses the in- 
quest was adjourned until this morning to give 
the doctor time to make an examination and tind 
out the cause of death. It is supposed to have 
been heart disease, as no bones were broken in 
the fall. 

Wolf was 16 years of age and an assistant 
doorkeeperon the floor of the New-York Stock 
Exchange. He was bright and intelligent and 
not of a quarrelsome disposition. He and young 
Devitt never could agree. Devitt is but15 years 
of age, and is astudent in Packard’s Business 
College in this city. He hasalways borne a good 
reputation. 
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MCABE SEEKING HIS PLACE. 
OPPOSING A STAY OF PROCEEDINGS 
PENDING FIRE BOARD’S APPEAL. 


In the Supreme Court, Chambers, yester- 
day, Judge Patterson listened to the arguments 
of counsel for and against the application of the 
Fire Commissioners for a stay of proceedings in 
the suit of John McCabe against them. On the 
day after the promulgation of the decision of 
the General Term of the Supreme Court that 
McCabe must be restored to the office of Second 
Assistant Chief of the Fire Department from 


which the Fire Commissioners removed him 
July 6 last, those gentlemen procured a tem- 
porary stay of proceedings. The hearing yester- 
day was to deterniine whether this stay should 
be continued until after the announcement of 
the decision of the Court of Appeals. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Dean contend- 
ed that it could do no harm to Mr. McCabe if he 
were prevented from resuming his old position 
until after the decision of the Court of Appeals, 
should that be favorable to him, for his salary 
kept going on. On the other hand, when Me- 
Cabe was removed a long string of promotions 
took place. If he should be allowed to go back 
now all these men would have to relinquish 
their new places, and if the Court of Appeals 
should reverse the decision of the General Term 
then there would have to be another series of 
movements from place to place, allto the great 
detriment of discipline in the department. 

Elihu Root, for Mr. McCabe, argued that the 
Supreme Court, Chambers, was not the proper 
tribunal to grant a stay of proceedings upon the 
judgment of the General Term of the Supreme 
Court. The application should have been made 
to the General Term itself. The strong legal 
presumption was that the judgment of the Gen- 
eral Term was right and irrevocable, and Mr. 
McCabe should not in justice be restrained from 
enjoving his own after his title to the place had 
been adjudicated in his favor. 

Judge Patterson reserved his decision. The 
McCabe case is one of the preferred cases on the 
Court of Appeals calendar, and has been set 
down for argument on the second Tuesday in 
April.

GIVEN HIM BY HIS WIFE, 

Mary E. McCool, a young daughter of 
Nicholas MeCool, a rich contractor, was married 
to Sergt. John H. MeNamara, of the Nineteenth 
Sub-Precinct, Nov. 10, 1885, and died April 8, 
last year. She owned tenement houses on the 


west side worth $50,000, and deeded them to 
her husband soon after her marriage. Her per- 
sonal property she willed to him. Now her 
father and two brothers, John and Nicholas, 
claim that both will and deed were made in the 
husband’s favor through undue influence by 
him. They have brought action to set aside the 
deeds of the real property, and are contesting 
the will before Surrogate Rollins. They say that 
Miss McCool was known to be dying with quick 
consumption when Sergt. McNamara courted 
her, and that she was taken from her sickbed to 
be married. He induced her to give him the 
houses, they claim, at a time when she was not 
able to understand exactly what she was doing, 
and got the will in the same way. They say 
they will show that her death was hastened by 
her husband in order that he might quickly se- 
cure the property. 

J.S. McNulty, one of the witnesses to the will, 
testified yesterday that Mrs. McNamara ap- 
peared capable of making a will, and that her 
relations with her husband were of an “ affec- 
tionate and loying nature.” W. H. Kip, Chief 
Clerk of the Police Department, another wit- 
ness to the will, said the same. Mr. McNamara 
denies the charges of the contestants. 


THE DROWNED CHICKEN THIEF. 
The family of Frank Sullivan, the 
drowned chicken thief, industriously circulated 
stories yesterday that he had been clubbed to 
death by Officer Houlihan. An examination 


showed that there were bruises on his left arm 
and wrist, and on his forehead, and that there 
was a lacerated wound on his head. 

Officer Houlihan told a straightforward story 
to Coroner Levy of his chase after Sullivan, and 
the latter’s disappearance. At no time, he said, 
did he get nearer than 20 yards to the unfortu- 
nate appropriator of chickens. He positively 
denied that he had clubbed or struck him. Henry 
Herbert Durneford, cook of the tug M. A. Thug- 
man, which lay near the foot of Sixth-street, 
where Sullivan jumped from the _ dock, 
was said to have told the dead man’s 
brother, John E. Sullivan. that he saw a police- 
man clubbing a man on the wharf, and‘that the 
man afterward fellinto the water. Durneford 
on the witness stand had no recollection of see- 
ing Sullivan, nor of making any statement to 
him. He was drunk, and when in that condition 
was apt to become very muddled as to his brain. 
He remembered that he had been arrested later 
and taken to the Thirteenth Precinct Police 
Station. However, it was impossible that he 
could have seen the policeman clubbing Sullivan, 
as he was at his boarding howse, 121 Roosevelt- 
street, all of Saturday night. His boarding mis- 
tress corroborated this statement. More testi- 
mony will be taken this morning.

A TRESTLE CUT BY ICE. 

Floating ice made a good deal of trouble 
for the Hudson River Railroad Sunday and gave 
one of its trains a narrow escape from a serious 
accident. As a south-bound express crossed the 


trestle bridge just above Guarrison’s, about 6 
A. M., the engineer noticed that the structure 
was unsteady. He brought his train toa halt 
and a brakeman was sent back to Cold Spring to 
prevent other trains from following and to give 
notice to the officers of the road. An examina- 
tion of the trestle showed that the ice had badly 
damaged the wooden beams and made the struct- 
ure unsafe. A wrecking train was sent for and 
had the trestle in order by 9 o’clock in the even- 
ing. Theup-track trestle was not cut by the ice 
and could be used for the passage of trains, but 
there was more or less delay of traffic all day.

Ten boys, ranging in age from 10 years to 
17 years, gained an entrance to the grounds of 
the Staten Island Amusement Company at St 
George, Staten Island, Sunday afternoon by pry- 
ing open a window of the Casino with a knife. 
They broke open a storeroom and, taking a box 
ef candles from it, started for the toboggan 
slide. There was no ice or snow on it, so the 
boys first thoroughly greased the bottoms of the 
toboggans with the candles and then prepared 
the slide itself in the same way. They enjoyed 
their unseasonable sport for about an hour, when 
three policemen made their appearance and 
marched them off to Justice Casey at Tompkins- 
ville. He held Harry Joinsou and Joseph Phil- 
lips on the charge of petit larceny for stealing 
the candles and discharged the others.

PUNISHMENTS AT SING SING. 


GRAND JURYMEN INVESTIGATE THE 
“WEIGHING MACHINE.” 

The Westchester County Grand Jury, in 
compliance with the charge of Justice Dykman 
nade a week ago, paid an official visit to Sing 
Sing Prison yesterday for the purpose of inspect- 
ing the methods of punishment in use there and 
to take testimony bearing on the subject. Nine- 
teen of the jurors met at 12 o’clock in the office 
of Justice Pierre Reynolds and took the testi- 


mony of Drs. Samuel Swift, of Yonkers; N. C. 
Husted, of Tarrytown; Charles Mason, of Peeks- 
kill, and George H. Magness, of White Plains. 
These gentlemen had paid a visit to the prison 
during the forenoon, accompanied by District 
Attorney Nelson H. Baker, of Sing Sing, for the 
ona purpose of examining the ‘‘ weighing ma- 
chine,” about which so much has been said re- 
cently, and which has been described as inhu- 
man and likely to produce death if the man to be 
punished should happen to be subject to heart 
disease, &c. 

This machine is a simple arrangement, consist- 
ing of a pair of handcutts which, when placed 
around the man’s hands are drawn up until he is 
almost free from the floor. Dr. Swift had the 
cuffs placed on his wrists, and went through the 
experience of a convict undergoing punishment. 
The doctor is a small, light man, but he had been 
suspended only about six seconds when he cried 
enough, and was lowered down upon his feet 
again. Speaking of his experiment afterward he 
said he was not aware such intensepain could 
be produced in all parts of the body in so quick 
atime as this machine was pg of doing. 
The other doctors merely looked on, and noted 
the result on Dr. Swift. They asked a good 
many questions about it, and then returned up 
the hill to the viliage to testify as medical ex- 
perts before the Grand Jury. 

The examination of all the witnesses was con- 
aucted with closed doors and guarded by three 
Deputy Sheriffs. The doctors went in separate- 
ly and none of them knew what his predeces- 
sors had testified. Each was to give his indi- 
vidual opinion. After examining the four doc- 
tors the Grand Jury adjourned to the American 
Hotel. There they had a big dinner at the 
county’s expense and each came out with a cigar 
in his mouth. They then took carriages and 
drove down to the prison on a tour of inspection 
for themselves, fortified with the information 
they had derived from hearing the testimony of 
the doctors. 

The jurymen were received by Warden Brush 
and Principal Keeper James Connaughton, who 
took them into the punishment room where the 
dark cells are and three weighing machines, the 
only two punishments left to the prison authori- 
ties. After waking this iuspection the Grand 
Jury took the testimony of Warden Brush, 
Keeper Connaughton, and the prison physician, 
Dr. Hiram Barber. This concluded their labors 
for the day, and they will convene this morning 
in their room at White Plains to discuss the sub- 
ject and decide upon what kind of a report they 
will make to the court. 

District Attorney Baker said he had been 
forced to have this action taken to satisfy the 
ord clamor against the weighing machine. 

e had been attacked by the press for not doing 
it, and he considered it his duty to have the 
investigation made. Both Warden Brush and 
Keeper Connaughton consider this the only 
punishment that will keep the convicts orderly. 
They must have some punishment they dread in 
order to respect 1t. Warden Brush says he has 
never known any injury to be done a man since 
the weighing machine has been in use. It has 
never broken the skin orincapacitated a man for 


work a few minutes after being hung up. If this ! 


is abolished they will have to have some other 
punishment to take its place, and what that may 
be no one can tell. This was authorized by 
Superintendent Baker and Attorney-General 
O’Brien, and the Warden considers it is in no 
sense inhuman or dangerous to life. Every time 
it is used the prison doctor stands by and sees 
that it is not carried too far.
